City's first Siamese twins 


at Jubilee

CoWntst rMarttr 
Victoria's first Siamese 
twins were bom Just be¬ 
fore midnight Tuesday at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. 

The girls, born to a 
Duncan couple whose 
names were not released, 
are joined by a bridge of 
tissue along their chests. 

Estimate to be seven 
weeks premature, they 
weighed a total of I.UO 
grams, or 10 pounds one 
ounce, at birth. 

The delivery took place 


born 

at Royal Jubilee because 
the hospital is the best 
equipped in the region to 
handle premature In¬ 
fants. There was no indi¬ 
cation before the deliv¬ 
ery that the Infants were 
joined, said the obstetric¬ 
ian who attended the de¬ 
livery, Dr. Edward Pre- 
vost. 

The mother, about 20 
years of age. Is doing 


well, he said. The twins 
were bora by eaesarean 
section and put in the in¬ 
tensive care nursery at 
the hospital. They were 
the mother's first preg¬ 
nancy. 

Dr. Chor-Kei Chan, the 
pediatrician who was 
called In at the delivery to 
assist the premature in¬ 
fants, said Wednesday 
night that the twins were 


having respiratory prob¬ 
lems. a complication of 
their prematurity. In¬ 
complete lung develop¬ 
ment is common among 
premature children, and 
until their condition is 
stabilized, no attempts 
will be made to deter¬ 
mine which organs, if 
any, the twins nave in 
common. 

.Such information will 


be required before they 
can be separated, a pro¬ 
cedure which usually 
lakes place several 
months after they are 
bora. 

"At the present lime, 
we are only concerned 
about their respiratory 
problems.” Chan said. 

The "ventral” joining 
is the most common type 
among Siamese twins, 
which occur about once 
every 70,000 deliveries. 
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The Cosselle-Trudels were among five persons exiled to 
Cuba when the British trade commissioner was released 
unharmed in December 1970, after 59 days as a captive of 
the terrorist Front de Liberation du Quebec. 

“THE AGREEMENT, IF it's that, with the Quebec min¬ 
istry' of justice, is that the province will send agents to 
Paris to pick them up." Serge Menard told reporters, "and 
that it will be done as smoothly as possible for the 
children." The Cossette-Trudels have two .voung chil 
dren. 

The return to Quebec would be completed as soon as for¬ 
mal arrangements are completed, "which will probably 
be Dec. 17," he said. "The Co.ssette-Trudeis are return 
ing without any conditions or agreements." 

The lawyer said he expe' .-d the couple would face at 
least five charges, includiOh possession of firearms, con¬ 
spiracy. forceable detention, assault and kidnapping. 

The Cossette-Trudels said earlier this year that if al 
lowed to return, they were prepared to face charges and 
would testify in their own case but not against any 
other FLQ members. 

In Quebec city, the justice department said the Cos¬ 
sette-Trudels will be charged immediately on their return. 
External Affairs Minister Don Jamieson said in Ottawa 
the federal government was not involved in the matter. 

THE COUPLE, WHO moved from Cuba to Paris three 
years ago. would be the first to stand trial for Cross' ab¬ 
duction. The other exiles — Jacques Lanctot. Yves Lang 
lois and Marc Carbonneau - have not asked to return. 

"They're Quebecers. They want to live in Quebec. They 
want their children educated in Quebec."

On Oct. IB. the body of Laport, victim of Canada's 
first political assassination in more than 100 years, was 
found stuffed in the trunk of a car abandoned near the head¬ 
quarters of a massive search that had been launched in 
efforts to gain the release of both men.

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Carter engineers boycott 
of UN’s Palestinian ‘day’ 


WA.SH1NGTON' lAP) - 
The Carter administration 
ordered all U.S. diplomats to 
shun Palestinian obser¬ 
vances Wednesday. He or¬ 
ganized a boycott by about 20 
other countries. 

The boycoll was arranged 
by Andrew Young. U.S. am¬ 
bassador to the United Na¬ 
tions, where an "internation¬ 
al day of solidarity with the 
Palestinian people" was 


marked by UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim and 
a number of delegations that 
helped establish a special 
committee for the Palestin¬ 
ians last June. 

Hoddlng Carter, the state 
department s|rakesman. said 
U .S. officials in Geneva and 
in Paris were also instructed 
not to participate In aetiviiies 
there. 

Carter said approximately 
20 countries—he did not name 


them—indicated to Young in 
New York City that they 
would participate in "the 
boycott" and several others 
said they would have only 
low-level representation at 
the UN activities. 

The United States has ruled 
out any direct official U.S. 
contact with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization so 
long as It is sworn in its 
covenant to the destruction of 
Israel as a Jewish state.

Lougheed presents cheque to Buchanan 

$100 MILLION LOAN 
FROM ALBERTA 
TO NOVA SCOTIA 

OTTAWA (CP) — Alberta has agreed to lend the new 
Conservative government of Nova Scotia $100 million, one of 
the largest inter-provincial loans in history. 

Premier John Buchanan of Nova Scotia, elected this 
fall, said in an interview that $50 million would go to the 
Nova Scotia Power Commission while the remaining $50 
million would go for general provincial spending 

He arranged the loan with Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed. a Conservative provincial leader who has made 
similar loans in the past, just 20 minutes before a federal- 
provincial economic conference came to a close. 

The loan will be "at normal commercial terms." Bu¬ 
chanan said. But details would not be released until later. 

"It's a normal borrowing other than it's borrowing 
from another province" 

Lougheed said he is happy to announce the loan, which 
would help the country's balance of payments by keeping 
a province from having to borrow from foreigners. 

Former B.C. premier W.A.C. Bennett, upon receipl of the 
advance Columbia Treaty downstream benefits payment 
from the Uis.. lent Quebec $100 million in 1964. 


OTTAWA (CP) - Provincial 
premiers refused Wednesday 
to support a controversial 01 - 
tawa-Albt>rta proposal to 
delay a proposed Jan. I oil 
price increase and left Prime 
Minister Trudeau to settle the 
issue alone. 

Trudeau said he will report 
to his cabinet today before 
deciding the next step in the 
touchy negotiations that will 
decide whether consumers 
face an $B50-million increase 
in oil bills next year. 

"The dilemma of the fed¬ 
eral government is that we 
are fared with the producing 
provinces on one hand and 
the consumers on the other. " 
Trudeau told a news confer¬ 
ence following three days of 
economic talks with provin¬ 
cial leaders. 

While Ontario might fight 
any increase, it should recog¬ 
nize that higher prices have 
led to the discovery of 
greater supplies of oil and 
natural gas. 

Trudeau said the federal 
government has the power to 
force a price decision, au¬ 
thority he referred to as "the 
revolver clause ' 

Higher fuel costs would be 
"a burden coming al a time 
when we feel the federal 
economy is delicately ba¬ 
lanced."

HUNDREDS INJURED 

Hefty quakes 
maul Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (UPl) — 
Two sharp earthquakes and 
two aftershocks shook Mexi¬ 
co City Wedne.sday, killing 
al least eight and injuring 
hundreds of people and 
cracking dozens of swaying 
highrise buildings that 
showered passersby with jag¬ 
ged window glass. 

Police spokesman Jose 
Madrid said al least eight 
people died and at least 500 
others were injured — but 
few seriously. Most were 
treated at aid stations and 
hospitals and released 

Al least two older buddings 
collapsed and 750 others sus¬ 
tained damage, farcing the 
evacuation of thousands of 
office workers and resi¬ 
dents. 

Madrid also said there 
were unconfirmed reports 
that a woman's prison in the 
state of Oaxaca, near the 
heart of the quake, was des¬ 
troyed. Telephone lines be¬ 


tween Mexico City and Oaxa¬ 
ca were cut by the quake. 

The nine-storey building 
housing navy offices was vir¬ 
tually split al the top, the two 
halves separated by some six 
feet. The treasury building 
lilted on one side, sinking 
about two feel, firemen who 
helped evacuate Ihe area 
said. 

Police said two people were 
killed by a falling lamppost, 
two others died of heart at¬ 
tacks. one man was crushed 
by a falling wall and the sixth 
leaped to his death from a 
third floor window, apparent¬ 
ly fearing the building he was 
in was about to collapse. Two 
construction workers died 
near the Mexico City Reclu- 
sorio Sur Prison. 

Authorities put the strength 
of the first quake at between 
7.8 and 7.9 on the open-ended 
Richter scale, with epicentre 
located 400 miles south south¬ 


east of Mexico City at the 
entrance lo the Gulf of Te¬ 
huantepec in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Police said two persons 
died of heart attacks, one 
man was crushed by a falling 
wall and the sixth leaped to 
his death from a third floor 
window, apparently fearing 
the building he was in was 
about lo collapse. 

It was Ihe world's strongest 
since a quake reaching 8 on 
the riichter scale hit Indone¬ 
sia \ug. II. 1977. 

The Honolulu observatory 
issued a tidal wave watch. 

Tho first quake struck at 
1:55 p.m. and lasted for two 
minutes and 53 seconds. It 
was followed by a second, 
weaker quake .some five 
minutes later. About an hour 
later, an aftershock rumbled 
through the city. A second, 
weaker aftershock was fell at 
about 4:15 p.m. 
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Romania-Moscow rift stirs Europe

BUCHAHEST (Reuter) — President Nlco- 
lae Ceauseseu received the solid bavktn)! of 
Romania's Communist party Wednesday 
iiiKht for the tough stand he has taken in 
the Soviet-led Warsaw Pact. 

The official Agerpres news agency said 
the party's central committee unanimously 
support^ Ceausescu's actions at a summit 
meeting of the seven-country pact in Mos¬ 
cow last week. 

The independent Romanian leader has set 
off new strains in the communist alliance by 
disclosing that he vetoed plans for increased 
.Soviet bloc military spending. He was also 
reported to have resisted calls for tighter 
control of the alliance by the Soviet Union. 

The central committee, con.sisting of 


about 360 senior officials, was called into 
special session to hear a report on the 
Moscow meeting by Ceauseseu. who has 
made a series of speeches in the last 
five days revealing sharp disagreements 
with Moscow. 

The committee approved a resolution ex¬ 
pressing full approval of Ceausescu’s posi¬ 
tion and the party leader was greeted en¬ 
thusiastically. Agerpres said. 

Ceauseseu has coupled his campaign for 
reduced Soviet bloc military spending with 
strong assurances that more money will bi- 
spent on raising Romanian living stan¬ 
dards. 

Buchare.st was outwardly calm as Roma

nians awaited reaction from the Kremlin. 
After several years ^ uneasiness, relations 
between Bucharest and Moscow now face 
their gravest political crisis in a decade. 

The' Romanian leader has hinted in sev¬ 
eral public speeches that he was at the 
centre of a major controversy at a summit 
conference of the Warsaw Pact in Mos¬ 
cow last week. 

He said he resisted demands for increa.sed 
military spending and indicated he ve¬ 
toed Soviet plans for closer integration of the 
armies of the seven Warsaw Pact coun¬ 
tries. 

Ceausescu's public airing of his latest 
dispute with Moscow sent shock waves 
through eastern Europe. Communist gov¬ 


ernments have been acutely sensitive to the 
risks involved in an open clash of this kind 
since the Kremlin pent tanks to crush a 
Czechoslovak reformist regime in 1966. 

Ceauseseu condemned the Czechoslovak 
invasion and refused to allow Romanian 
troops to take part. 

East European as well as experienced 
Western observers here and in other com¬ 
munist capitals doubted the situation in 
Romania is in any way comparable with that 
in Prague 10 years ago. 

While they agreed the outcome is unpre¬ 
dictable. the observers said the prospect 
of the Soviet Union exerting military 
pressure on Ceauseseu at this time seems 
highly unlikely.

Is January 
Trudeau’s 
last hurrah? 


TORONTO (CP) — CBC's As II Happens quotes 
1 ancouver .Sun columnist Marjorie Nichols as saying 
Prime Minister Trudeau may step down as leader of 
the Liberal party by mid-January. 

Mi.ss Nichols said on the radio program Wednes¬ 
day that Trudeau has scheduled meetings with his 
most trusted political allies and friends, including 
Gerard Pelletier. Canada's ambassador to France, to 
seek their advice on his political future. 

She said Trudeau met with (Quebec Senator Jean 
Marchand last week but “the critical person in all this 
is Gerard Pelletier." who. she said, would arrive In 
Ottawa next week. 

Mi.ss Nichols said Trudeau had only two or three 
trusted friends and “there's no question that the top of 
that list. No. I. would be Gerard Pelletier.” 

She said Trudeau was calling in these people 
rather than going to the party membership for advice 
becau.se "he is a man who would resist all party 
pressure ... I think he’s down to the final strokes 
where it's an intimate and personal decision of his." 

She said if Trudeau decided to step down he would 
make an address to the nation by the second week in 
January and the caucus would elect an interim prime 
minister, probably external affairs minister Don Ja¬ 
mieson or Allan MacEachen. the deputy prime minis¬ 
ter 

The prediction of the Waahington-based writer 
flies in the face of consistent Trudeau statements on 
his leadership in the last several months. 

Throughout extended election speculation, and as 
recently as a national news conference two weeks ago.

TACOMA (AP)—A 13- 
monlh federal investigalion 
of alleged death threats, brib¬ 
ery. ars'on, payoffs and terror 
tactics in Pierce County cli¬ 
maxed Wednesday In 
charges against Sheriff 
George Janovich and eight 
other men. 

The disclosures shook 
Washington state's sAond 
largest county, with a popula¬ 
tion of more than 420.000. 
Hundreds of citizens called 
the sheriff's department with 
angry insults or in disbelief. 

Janovich. 50. who was ar¬ 
rested Tuesday and released 
Wednesday after posting bail 
of $50,000. was accused in 
what the U.S. Attorney's of¬ 
fice described in its formal 
complaint as a plot to make 


money from "acts and 
threats iiivoUmg murder, 
arson, bribery, extortion and 
illegal gambling, and by re 
laliating with violence 
against the person and prop 
erty of persons whom they 
susp<>rted of providing infor¬ 
mation to criminal investiga¬ 
tors." 

The complaint did not ac¬ 
cuse Janovich of committing 
or plotting to commit vio¬ 
lence. but it said he acted as 
protectt)r of those who did 
Conviction carries a maxi 
mum penally of 20 years in 
prison and a $25,000 fine. 

The case is linked to a rash 
of arson fires early this year 
and late last year, mostly at

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Peter Lougheed 
makes his mark 


IT IS ONE THING for Poler Lougheed. premier 
of Alberta, to display a deplorable lack of ethics 
in accepting free airline tickets for his personal 
use. It is another for him to try and foist his 
feeble rationale for doing so on the public. 

Lougheed. who receives more than $48,000 a 
year for leading the government of our neigh¬ 
boring province, admits he and his wife flew to 
and from a Hawaiian holiday earlier this month 
courtesy of CP Air. Cost of those tickets would 
have been $942 economy class or $1,364 first 
class. 

•it was offered to me as the premier of 
AllM-rla,” he says, "and I felt from the stand¬ 
point of the citizens of Alberta that they would 
want me. whenever 1 could, to get a decent break 
in the hope that I would get the rest to do a better 
job" 

Many politicians are reknowned for their 
brass, but when Lougheed peddles that line, 
his gall insults the intelligence of all his sup¬ 
porters. 

Of course a premier’s job makes heavy 
demands — but on time and energy, not money. 
Il's obviously not money which keeps Mr. 
Lougheed from taking a holiday. Nut at $48,600 a 
year. Yet that is all the freebie from CP 
Air represents. 

The people of Alberta should ask themselves 
why CP Air would offer someone like the pre¬ 
mier this kind of gift. Certainly it is not 
through any concern for his health. Albertans 
might also ask themselves: if their premier 
accepts airline tickeUs for his personal use, has 
he not established a certain standard for him¬ 
self.’ What other favors does he accept, from 
whom and in return for what? 

Premiers are in positions of great influence 
— a kind word here, a frown there, can make 
things happen, or prevent them happening. 

.Men and women in such positions of public 
trust are under a moral obligation to slay clean¬ 
er than clean. That is surely what public trust 
means. 


What do do 
with school rebels 


THE TALES OK WOE poured out at the .Sooke 
school board meeting this week about a few 
maverick children disrupting classrooms won’t 
surprise a lot of teachers or parents. These arc 
old troubles for every school and for a lot 
of homes. 

What is surprising is that the Sooke school 
board has not. before now. followed in the wake 
of a remarkably successful approach to the prob¬ 
lem in neighboring .Saanich school district. 

On the Saanich peninsula a small school has 
been set aside for school children like the ones 
.Sooke trustees heard about. These are not chil¬ 
dren who are handicapped in any traditional 
sense of the word. But they are rebels. .Some¬ 
thing has led them to behave in a way which 
brings them, their parents and teachers all kinds 
of grief. They can turn cla.ssrooms and play¬ 
grounds into chaos. Or they may be convinced 
they are worthless and so shut out the world 
around them. 

Staff members who operate this special 
.Saanich schiMtl. more particularly the principal, 
are extraordinary teachers. They have compiled 
an impressive record in changing mavericks 
into agreeable children again and moving them 
back into the regular .school .system. But any 
parent who thinks the school can do it alone, in 
the same way you leave it to a mechanic to fix 
your car, is wrong. The secret lies in parents 
working with a sympathetic school staff, first in 
understanding and then in applying some proven 
principles. 

Hard as it is for parents to face up to, 
the behavior of their children is .shaped mo.stly in 
the home. Some parents might admit that — but 
they simply don't know what to do about the 
troubles they have. What the Saanich school 
district has developed is a special school for 
helping both troubled children and frazzled par¬ 
ents change things for the better. In the process, 
the rest of the school system gets a break too. 
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Guaranteed income plan in the offing.^ 


OTTAWA — Reflecting on Jean 
Chretien's budget. I am suspicious that 
a cuuple of seemingly incidental ai^n- 
dices may have been more significant 
than the document itself. 

From an accounting standpoint, the 
budget was pretty much a standpat 
package. There were just enough 
giKidies to make it acceptable politically 
— a cut in sales tax. a few cents off 
Unemployment Insurance premiums, a 
little incentive to industry to modernize 
and expand, and a carrot for increased 
research and development plus a few 
bones to rich and poor alike. 

But more significant than these were 
the two documents the minister tabled 
with his budget papers — a study enti¬ 
tled "The Tax Systems of Canada and 
the V.S." and a discussion paper on the 
feasibility of “ Integrations of Social 
Program Payments into the Income 
Tax Systenf. 

The first purported to show that wc 
Canadians are just as well off from a tax 
standpoint as our American cousins. 
Also that our corporations don't do too 
badly by comparison, either. 

Why this information was presented 
with the budget is a mystery. Perhaps it 
was intended as a shot at Joe Clark's 
policy for Canada — U.S. lax equality — 
by showing that we already have it. 


Viewed in that light. Clark’s scheme to 
permit the deduction of mortgage inter¬ 
est from personal income can be por¬ 
trayed as little more than a bribe to the 
rich. 

Chretien’s figures may not convince 
everyone. But his action could provide 
some fire to the debate. 

The other study is more profound. It 
provided the rationale for Monique 
Begin's new venture in tax credit re¬ 
bates to low-income mothers. 

If that was all, there would be no 
point in tabling it now. There has to be a 
deeper reason. Was its real purpose to 
pave the way for a full-fledged Guaran¬ 
teed Annual Income (GAI) through the 
negative tax system? 

That would make sense as part of the 
continuing saga of which way Captain 
Trudeau should steer the Liberal 
ship. 

For months a battle has been raging 
The PM's trusted lieutenaut Marc La- 
londe, his protege Monique Begin and a 
cuuple of others insist that the party- 
erred by veering to the right. Instead of 
cutting back programs, they think that 
the party should have continued a few 
degrees to port in the direction of new 
social programs, more public works and 
direct job creation.

How the People’'s Temple 
found its way to Guyana

W ASHINGTON — The real 
answer as to why Guyana 
allowed the California reli¬ 
gious cull, the People’s Tem¬ 
ple. to set up an agricultural 
commune appears to lie in 
their shared Marxist ide 
ology. 

Other factors include: 

• The friendliness between 
the cull leader, the Rev. Jim 
Jones, and many prominent 
I S. leaders, most of them 
Democrats 

• The common blackness 
of most of the Rev. Jones' 
followers and nearly half the 
Guyanese pc'ople. 

• The flow of fruits and 
vegetables from the eom- 
mone's truck farms into 
Georgetown, the Gnyanese 
capital. 

Moreover, this commune 
was not unique. There are 
other such agricultural ven¬ 
tures in Latin America — one 
of them on a much smaller 
scale in a remote Amazon 
region of Brazil, also run by 
U.S. West Coast blacks. 

Such agricultural experi¬ 
ments have been set up in 
most countries at one time or 
another in the past 300 
years. 

Some 3.000 distraught Con¬ 
federate rebels, for example, 
fled Dixie for Brazil in 1868. 
Their descendants continue 
the tradition of southern- 
fried chicken, while display¬ 
ing the Confederate flag and 
raising cotton, in Vila Ameri¬ 
cana. a dusty tovVn on the red 
sandy soil north of Sao 
Paulo. 

The Guyana story, of 
course, is different, not only 
for its violent outcome with 
killings and mass suicides, 
but also for its origins. 

Guyanese government 
sources are making much of 
what they describe as the 
closeness of the Rev. Jones 
and prominent U.S. Demo¬ 
crats. including the late Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, Vice 
President Walter Mondale,

Letters from these individ¬ 
uals and numerous others to 
the Rev. Jones have been re¬ 
leased by Guyanese author¬ 
ities 

The implication in all this is 
that if such prominent per¬ 
sons would write in such 
friendly terms to the Rev. 
Jones, then he came with 
good credentials. Guyanese 
officials say this fact helped 
persuade them to grant the 
People's Temple a 27.000- 
acre tract of agricultural 
land 130 miles northwest of 
Georgetown in an area known 
as Mathews’ Ridge — a re¬ 
mote region, given the poor 
road system in the country. 

Moreover, there appears to 
have been considerable affin¬ 
ity between the Rev. Jones 
and several Guyanese lead¬ 
ers. perhaps including Prime 
Minister Linden Forbes 
Burnham. After all, they both 
espoused a socialist doctrine 
and the Rev. Jones’ concepts 
of communal agriculture fit 
neatly Into Guyana’s own 
economic philosophy of coop¬ 
eratives. 

Likewise, the fact the Rev. 
Jones was part black and that 
many of his followers were 
black cannot be overlooked. 
Guyana is led by a govern¬ 
ment more heavily black 
than East Indian, the coun¬ 
try's other major racial com¬ 
ponent. 

Then, too. the Rev. Jones 
came with the promise of sig¬ 
nificant food production at a 
time when Guyana sorely 
needed to boost its agricul¬ 
tural activities. It was not 
lost on Guyanese officials 
that native Guyanese prefer 
to live and work in the narrow 
coastal strip from George¬ 
town to New Amsterdam 


over near the Surinam bor¬ 
der. 

The result of the cult's 
agricultural activities in the 
past three or four years has 
borne out this promise. A 
steady flow of good quality 
fruits and vegetables — per¬ 
haps as much as one-third of 
the produce in the markets of 
Georgetown — came from 
the truck farms of the Peo¬ 
ple's Temple. 

Rep. Leo J. Ryan, whose 
on the-scene investigation of 
the cult led to his death Nov. 
18, was quoted before that 
tragedy as saying that fruits 
and vegetables and particu¬ 
larly the tomatoes were of 
high quality. That seems to 
have been the impression 
shared by others in George¬ 
town. 

There still are many un¬ 
known aspects of the cult's 
activities, but the evidence 
now available suggests that 
in many ways the cult’s es¬ 
tablishment of its primitive 
jungle enclave and the needs 
and attitude of the Guyanese 
government dovetailed neat¬ 
ly together.

Perhaps the 
Grits would have done as well or better 
if they hadn't tested the voters’ cr^u- 
lity by appearing to change course in 
mid-stream.

But the budget was the next big 
lest — a straw in the wind? 

There was no way that Chretien 
could be persuaded to surrender. He . 
wanted bis budget to be modest,*' 
thoughtful and above all, responsible.

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Chinese arms, trade deals 
for encirclement of Russia 


LONDON — The coy and 
roundabout process by which 
Western Europe is getting 
ready to sell arms to the Chi¬ 
nese took another baby step 
forward in mid-October, 
when China's Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Huang Hua paid a three 
day visit to Britain. Neither 
the Chinese visitor nor Brit¬ 
ain’s Prime Mini.ster Jim 
Callaghan said anything in 
public about such a crude 
subject as arms .sales, but the 
Soviet press was nut so tact¬ 
ful. 

Huang Hua's visit to Lon¬ 
don, wrote the influential So¬ 
viet weekly Literaturnaya 
Gazeta, was mainly to dis- 
CU.SS Chinese purchases of 
Harrier vertical take-off 
fighters. Chieftain tanks and 
other military hardware 
from Britain. Britain's pur¬ 
pose, the Russian writer said, 
was twofold: to make a profit, 
and to ' warm its hands at the 
fire of anti-Sovietism.” 

The Chinese are even 
blunter. They insist at every 
opportunity that the Soviet 
Union is preparing to wage 
world war to establish a 
global empire and they see 
NATO forces In Western Eu¬ 
rope as their indispensable 
ally in slopping Moscow As 
one Chinese military leader 
told a Western Fluropean visi¬ 
tor recently. China and the 
West must fight the Russian 
bear together: "You in Eu¬ 
rope must look after the 
head, while we in the East 
look after the tail." 

But there is considerable 
room for doubt about how 
many arms Peking actually 
will buy. China is certainly 
never going to be a bottom¬ 
less market for arms like 
Iran or Saudi Arabia: and the 
more sophisticated observers 
see this question of European 
arms sales as mainly sym¬ 
bolic. What the Chinese real¬ 
ly want to do is to develop 
their own industry so that 
they can produce, among 
other things, their own ad¬ 
vanced weapons. 

The truly significant trade 
that is growing between 
China and all the nations of 
the West (except the United 
Stales, because of the awk¬ 
ward and lingering question 
of de-recognition of Taiwan) 
is in the exchange of Chinese 
raw materials for imports of 
industrial equipment and 
technological know-how. And 
now, finally, the Chinese are 
also willing to borrow money 
abroad to finance such im¬ 
ports. 

What really matters are 
deals like the Chinese-Japa-

nese agreements last Febru¬ 
ary providing for $20 billion 
in trade over the next eight 
years. Similarly, West Ger¬ 
many will receive about $4 
billion in contracts to mod¬ 
ernize the Chinese coal indus¬ 
try. and was recently asked 
to tender for a $13 billion 
project to build the world's 
biggest steel mill in China. 
Britain also got sweeping 
promises of huge trade deals 
when -Secretary for Trade 
F.dmund Dell visited Peking 
in August. 

Rut arms-sales b.v Europe 
to China are important as an 
expression of NATO's com¬ 
mitment to a joint defence 
against the Soviet Union, if 
they are not actually a pre¬ 
condition for bigger trade 
deals. The likeliest date for 
the first announcement of 
arms sales by Britain is when 
Chairman Hua Kuofeng visits 
Western Europe early next 
year. 

If there is a possible draw¬ 
back in arming China, it is its 
possible effect on the Rus 
sians. It is all very well to say 
that the Russians are simply 
being paranoid in their fears 


of invasion and encirclement, 
but it doesn't look that way 
from Moscow. 

The modern Russian state 
emerged from the wreckage 
left by the great Mongol inva¬ 
sions from the East In (he 
past 175 years the Russians 
have been invaded by West- 
a-rn Europeans four times: On 
three of tho.se occasions, they 
barely survived. 

As for encirclement, it was 
official American policy from 
the start of the Cold War on¬ 
wards. and now the Chinese 
are trying to work their own 
version of it. In addition to 
seeking close military links 
with Western Europe, the 
Chinese have signed a treaty 
with Japan this year, and 
Chairman Hua has visited 
Rumania. Yugoslavia and 
Iran. 

The Russians also know 
that every other major In¬ 
dustrial state in the world 
regards them as the great 
enemy, and that every non- 
Russian nuclear weapon in 
the world — .American. Brit¬ 
ish. French and Chinese — is 
aimed at them. It is enough to 
induce paranoia, even if it is 
their own behavior that is 
responsible for much of their 
problem. 

When NATO countries start 
selling arms to China and 
building up its industry, the 
Russians are going to see it 
as confirmation of all their 
worst nightmares. Particu¬ 
larly occuring when it does, 
at a time when a change of 
leadership in Moscow is im¬ 
pending. it carries a measur¬ 
able risk of doing serious 
damage to detente

Victoria city 
council is fairly representative of the community. 

The nine members cover the entire political spectrum 
from the idealistic left to the entrenched and business- 
oriented right 

The nine aldermen dispense everything from dreams of 
utopia to monetary reality and all nuances and shades 
between. 

This diversity produces results based not so much on 
brilliant oratory or devious manoeuvring, but on the 
time-honored principle of compromise. 

The current efforts to rezone numerous parcels of land 
in James Bay are a good example. James Ray is perhaps 
Victoria's most diverse community. It has nothing of the 
homogeneity of the high-income Uplands in Oak Bay or the 
middle-class smugness of Gordon Head in Saanich. 

In fact, residence in James Bay is not based on income 
at all It Is based on commitment and community involve¬ 
ment. 

Among its residents are lawyers and architects, com¬ 
munity activists and the last of the flower children, workers 
and young “executives on the way up." students and senior 
citizens. And nowhere is the commitment greater than in 
James Bay to carve an identifiable community out of a city 
district. 

THE DIVERSITY OF JAMES BAY also manifests 
itself in the type of housing available. Everything from 
single-family homes to highrises with townhouses. four 
storey frame apartments, duplexes and co-operative 
projects filling In the gaps. 

The Daon Development Corporation project ot 23 single- 
family homes which are to sell for close to $80,000 will 
further enrich the population mix of James Bay. cries of 
protest from the community groups notwithstanding. 

It is against this background of diversity. Victoria cil) 
council set the wheels in motion last Thursday for the 
rezoning of about to properties. .Some were rezoned to 
medium density, some to a new and more restrictive type of 
tow nhouse category, others to duplex use. but all were zoned 
down. 

Not surprisingly, the community groups felt that council 
wasn't going far enough. They urged council to zone eser.s 
thing fur duplex use. but some of the property owners 
understandably objected to such drastic measures 

In the end. the compromise won out. The type of zoning 
implemented at the meeting will nol threaten James Bay as 
did the wholesale highrise zoning of a decade ago 

A council envisaged by the mayor would not have 
accomplished that.

Bough, who is also senior 
vice president of Petro-FIna Canada Ltd., 
said Canada's established oil reserves at the 
end of last year were soffictepl for^ the 
country for about 17 years. 

" Bough said Canada's natural gas re¬ 
sources are more than ^equate to serve the 
nation's needs well into the next century 
without tapping frontier re.serves. 

He said a current National Energy Board 
inquiry may find Canada has sufficient na¬ 
tional gas to expand expons to the United 
States, resulting in positive effects on the 
Canadian economy and an improvement in 
the balance of payments.

John Redfern told the Con¬ 
struction Association of Mon¬ 
treal and the Province of 
Quebec that early forecasts 
show total construction in 
real terms will drop between 
five per cent and 10 per cent 
from the 1978 peak. 

An encouraging turn¬ 
around in business confi¬ 
dence could come If forecast 
growth of about four per cent 
in fixed capital investment 
occurs after three years of 
little or no growth, Redfern 
said. 

Fixed capital investment, 
made up of private residen¬ 
tial construction, non-resi- 
denlial construction, ma¬ 
chinery and equipment 
purchases, and fixed govern¬ 
ment capital formation, 
usually accounts for 22 per 
cent of gross national spend 
ing. he .said. 

Although real growth of 
four per cent would not mean 
a construction boom, "it 
would represent an en¬ 
couraging turnaround in 
business confidence which 
has been sag^ng since the 
onset of the oil crisis and the 
Parti Quebecois election vic¬ 
tory." 

Construction spending in 
1979 will total $17.7 billion, he 
said. But the residential mar¬ 
ket is expected to remain 
fairly fiat in 1979 with about 
230.000 starts or fewer. 

Business capital spending, 
which has be^n to improve, 
is expected to grow in real 
terms by about 4)t per cent 
but this growth is threatened 
by continued high interest 
rates and the prospects of a 
slowing U.S. economy.

In the long term, construc¬ 
tion Is a medium-growth in¬ 
dustry with an expected aver¬ 
age annual growth rate of 
between three per cent and 
four per cent from now until 
2000. Redfern said. 

"Within this over-all sce¬ 
nario, there will be some 
changes in tbe mix of con¬ 
struction activity.” he said. 
“One significant change that 
is forecast is the increasing 
prominence of energy-relat¬ 
ed fixed investment." 

Redfern’s forecast by re¬ 
gion is: 

• The strongest activity in 
British Columoia will be in 
the minerals, forest products 
and energy sectors, with the 
manufacturing sector show¬ 
ing little major expansion. 


• The outlook in the Prai¬ 
ries is for a five-per-cent In¬ 
crease In resiential and in¬ 
dustrial commercial activity, 
a 2.9-per-cent increase in in- 
stltulional construction and a 
4.9-pcr-cent increase in the 
engineering category related 
to oil and gas in Alberta, ura¬ 
nium in Saskatchewan and 
hydro power in Manitoba. 

• In Ontario, construction 
spending is expected to grow 
in real terms by between two 
per cent and three per cent 
with increases coming In the 
industrial and commercial 
area and none from the resi¬ 
dential sector. 

• In Quebec, private sector 
investment will continue to 
be discouraged until the pres¬ 
ent “disrupHve effects of the 
unquantifiable political pic¬

Figures released by the Canadian Curling Association 
for the current .season show that the game is holding its own 
except in Quebec, where it has never been really important, 
and in Ontario, where there has been a significant drop. 

There are t.373 clubs affiliated with the CCA. down 10 
from last season. The biggest losses are in Ontario, which 
has It fewer clubs than last season and LAW fewer CCA 
members, and Quebec, which has five fewer clubs and 
I.M5 fewer registered CCA members than last season. 
Manitoba and Alberta also have fewer clubs but both have 
more CCA members than last season. Manitoba losing seven 
ciubs and gaining 200 CCA members w hile Alberta lost three 
clubs and gained 303 in individual membership. Over all. 
lM‘cause of gains in other provinces, the loss was 10 clubs and 
2.052 registered adult male curlers 
' Saskatchewan, showing a gain of nine, leads in affiliated 
clubs with 282 but is no b<‘tter than fifth in the number of 
CCA members. Ontario, with 29.815 in 254 clubs, has the 
most CCA members and Alberta ranks next with 22..541 in 
210 clubs. 

Then comes B.C. with t9.0.59 CCA members in its two 
associations — tI.99S in the Pacific Coast and 7.00t in the 
K C. (interior) Association. But on the basis of average club 
membership. B.C. clubs appear to be the most success¬ 
ful The province has only 98 affiliated clubs. 53 in the BCCA 
and 15 in the PCCA. and that means an average of 194 CCA 
r members per club That it's oniy .54 in Saskatchewan is not 
surprising, but Ontario clubs average only 117 CCA mem 
bers.

Borotra or "The Bounding 
H*dsque " 

The awesome Aussies of 
the .SOs, Lew Hoad. Ken Ho- 
sew all. Mai Anderson. Roy 
Emerson and Rod Laver, 
played here for their coun¬ 
tries. 

There were the great dou¬ 
bles teams, John Van Ryn 
and George Lott, and Wilmcr 
Allison. Don Budge and. 
later. Jack Kramer. Pancho 
Gonzales and Ted 
Schroeder 

It was the summit of tennis. 
No honor was greater than to 
be chosen for the Davis Cup 
team. When great players 
turned professional, their 
greatest regret was having to 
give up Davis Cup play. 

Reduced to amateurs, the 
United States Davis Cup 
team began losing "ties" to 


the tikes of Ecuador, Brazil 
and Italy. And instead of 
venues like Kooyong in Aus¬ 
tralia. Wimbledon in Eng¬ 
land. Forest Hills in New 
York in the United States, 
and Stade Roland Garros in 
France, they began to play 
the thing In place like Cleve¬ 
land and Charlotte. They 
would have played it in 
Make-An-Offer, Okla.. or 
Put-Up-The-Money, Pa. The 
Davis Cup was a road show. 
For sale. 

So. they let the pros in. 
They thought they might re¬ 
store some of the luster. They 
thought these guys might at 
least be grateful enough to a 
game which had made them 
millionaires to serve its best 
traditions. 

It turned out the pros 
weren't interested in history, 
just money. They would play 
in the Davis Cup only if you 
brought it to them, or set 
it up in their living room, or if 
it was in a town where they 
happened to be anyway to 
play in one of those $100,000 
cigarette tournaments. 

I've never heard of a golfer 
w ho didn't want to play on the 
Ryder Cup teams. I've even 
seen them go out of their way 
to play in some late-season 
sO'What tournament so they 
could catch up on Ryder Cup

“When youngsters can see 
such top players as Kevin 
Hector and Alan Hinton, 
either at the game or on tele¬ 
vision. they have someone to 
look up to. to imitate, and 
that's important. Soccer in 
Canada and the United States 
has passed the ethnic group 
stage, where young pla.vers 
could only read about stars in 
Britain and the rest of Eu¬ 
rope." 

The Whitecaps signing of 
English stars Trevor Why- 
mark of Ipswich Town and 
Roger Kenyon of Everton in 
the last week will do nothing 
but help the NASL and (he 
growth of Canadian soccer. 
Hughes says. 

"They (Whitecaps) have a 
problem (hat we at the uni¬ 
versity level don't have and 
that's making a profit, they 
either succeed at the gate or 
die. But we can help them out 
bv providing good Canadian 
players who can step right in 
to the pro ranks."

Hughes sent Ike MacKay and 
Danny Lomas of Victoria and 
Brian Gant of Vancouver to 
the Oregon club.

Region supermayor good idea

It would bv a grrat idea to have a !<upermayor of the 
Capital Region District elected at large, most members of 
the region’s executive committee agreed Wednesday. 

They were discussing the Regional District Review 
Committee report in preparation for a Union of B.C. 
Municipalities meeting on the subject, when they sue 
cumbed to chairman Jim Campbell's eloquence and agreed 
to the report's recommendation. 

Some committee members disagreed at first with the 
concept but at the end only Saanich Aid. Howard Stur- 
rock remained opposed. 

Campbell pointed out that under the report recommen¬ 
dations all other regional directors wouljl be elected to 
represent individual areas. 

"It Is important." said Campbell, "that there is a 
constituency which is seen to be regional. There would be 
at least one person on the board who could say that he 


did not represent one particular area but the region 
as a whole. No one can do that now." 

At present the board chairman is elected by directors 
from among themselves, and Campbell said that means the 
chairman has a mandate only to represent the other 17 
directors plus the electoral area or municipal voters 
from one area. 

"At the moment there is no one here who can ri.se 
above parochialism and romain true to his constitu¬ 
ents.” he said, adding that he realiied directors do fre¬ 
quently put the regional concept ahead of narrow paro¬ 
chial needs, but that in doing so they put themselves in 
jeopardy. 

Sooke director Charles Perkins at first said he slewed 
the position of mayor as archaic, and preferred the 
idea of someone who was simply chairman of the board, but 
changed his mind later, saying that Campbell was “very 
persuasive.” 

.Sturrock said he thought the idea unworkable, while 
Victoria Aid. Murray Glazier warned that such a system 


would favor an urban candidate who would be better 
known to a large segment of voters than a candidate who 
lived in a sparsely-populated electoral area. 

He also thou^t a regional mayor's seal would be an 
attractive proposition for political parties to “get their 
man a position on the regional board.” 

Campbell said he had never been afraid to take a course 
of action which might fail because of public gullibility. 

“I don't have that lack of faith.” he said. “I think peo¬ 
ple are capable of making good decisions. 

“We can't back away from something because the voter 
might make a mistake.” he added. "1 think they wdll elect 
somebody and If he makes a mistake they will fire him.” 

There are i2 recommendatioiis In the review commit¬ 
tee report which was commissioaed early this year by 
Municipal Affairs Minister Hugh Curtis, who has pre¬ 
dicted "major surgery” for regional districts. 

There will be a special UBCM meeting in Vancouver 
Dec. II to discuss the proposals, which may form the 
basis of legislation expected in the next session.

Abacus Cities doesn't want 
to destroy Chinatown, says a 
spokesman for the develop¬ 
ment firm. 

In a letter to the city's Heri¬ 
tage Advisory Committee. 
Leo Theofan. senior 
vice-president of properties 
for Abacus' Victoria opera¬ 
tions. said his firm wished to 
co-operate with the commit¬ 
tee on the preservation of 
heritage buildings. 

Theofan was responding to 
criticism levelled at Abacus 
Cities for plans to demolish 
three old buildings that run 
from 532-S36 Fisgard to 529- 
539 Herald. 

The company recently ap¬ 
plied to the city for a permit 
to tear down the three build¬ 
ings. but the heritage com¬ 
mittee recommended that all 
activity on the site be frozen 
for a 3May period. 

The freeze can be imposed 
under the terms of a recent 
ly-adoped bylaw for the pro- 
teetton of commercial build 
ings with heritage qualities. 

During the freeze, council 
may choose to officially de¬ 
clare the buildings a heritage 
structure which would entitle 
the owners to compensation 
in the form of an assessment 
freeze. 

Abacus Cities' application 
for a demolition permit was 
triggered by a fire marshal's 
order for the upgrading of the 
premises. 

In his letter to the heritage 
committee. Theofan said he 
wasn't condemning the fire 
marshal's office for trying to 
protect the city of Victoria 
from fires and deaths which 
might result from fires. 

"I agree the buildings are 
in very pmr condition. How¬ 
ever. it isn't economically 
feasible for Abacus to spend 
in excess of $150,000 to up¬ 
grade the buildings to meet 
the standards required.” he 
said. 

Theofan said he took ex¬ 
ception to a remark by Aid. 
John Hayes two weeks ago 
that Abacus was trying to 
"punch a hole through China¬ 
town." 


He said Abacus had taken 
too much interest in the 
preservation of heritage 
buildings to suddenly depart 
from its policies and beliefs. 

"Our heritage record 
speaks lor itself—i.e. the Bel¬ 
mont Building, the Law 
Chambers and Market 
-Square.” all of which were 
taken over by Abacus when 
Recreation and Conservation 
Minister Sam Bawlf divested 
himself of his development 
interests after his election 

Theofan said the three 
buildings in question were 
constructed in the late inOOs 
and the frame construction at 
the rear had been used as a 


livery stable and as living 
quarters in the early 1900s. 

At present, he said, five 
elderly Chinese men lived in 
the buildings. Until five 
months ago. they had each 
paid $25 a month rent 

For the last five months, 
however. Abacus hadn't col¬ 
lect any rent from them be¬ 
cause of the uncertainty as to 
buildings' future, the letter 
said. 

If the city designates the 
buildings as heritage struc¬ 
tures. their assessment will 
be frozen at current levels. 

Abacus Cities could then 
make extensive improve¬ 
ments without having the as¬ 
sessment raised. 


Under the fines option pro¬ 
gram. which begins early 
next year, any person unable 
or unwilling to pay a fine 
levied by a court will be able 
instead to perform work in 
the community. 

The program is similar in 
nature to the community ser¬ 
vice orders program which 
has been in effect for some 
time in the province.

Rowdies kept in check 

Sooke isn’t alone in having unruly pupils

Elementary school stu¬ 
dents who present severe dis¬ 
cipline problems are pres¬ 
ent in the Saanich and 
Greater Victoria school dis¬ 
tricts as well as in the .Sooke 
district, but alternative pro¬ 
grams already in existence 
are used to check their be¬ 
havior, spokesmen tor those 
districts said Wednesday. 

The Sooke school board 
voted Tuesday night to estab¬ 
lish an alternative program 
for such children, a few of 
whom are causing severe dis¬ 
ruption in Sooke classrooms 
and even iqjuring other stu¬ 
dents, schools superintendent 
Brian Johnson told the Sooke 
school board Tuesday. 

“We have had a program 
for a number of years which 
lakes kids who are pretty 
hard to deal with. It also 
takes kids who may cause 
problems in the future out of 
the classroom before the 
problem occurs. We treat 
them and try to get them 
back into the regular class-

room.” Saanich superinten¬ 
dent Don Smyth said. 

The youngsters range in 
age from seven to about 14. 
and usually have academic 
problems as well as beha¬ 
vioral difficulties. Smyth 
said. 


"It's safe to say that when 
you have discipline problems 
they are usually accompan¬ 
ied by learning problems. No 
one can stand them still long 
enough to teach them.” 

The teacher at the school 
has a "hard-nosed approach” 
and has been very successful, 
Smyth .said. 

"He is firm and predict¬ 
able. and there is a conse¬ 
quence for every action.” 

A requirement for entrance 
to the program is that the 
parents be closely involved 
with the school, an approach 
that the Sooke district also 
plans to follow. 

Greater Victoria pupil ser¬ 
vices superintendent Court 
Brousson said that district 
has three classes for children 
with emotional or behavior 
management problems. 

One deals primarily with 
young, hyperactive children, 
from first grade to nine or 10 
years of age. Another deals 
with somewhat older chil¬ 
dren. and the third handles 
"senior intermediate" 
youngsters aged ll to 13. 


The classes emphasize a 
high degree of individual at 
tenlion and control over the 
children, with some of them 
being accompanied for part 
or all of the day by a human 
resources minlstiy-spon- 
sored child-care worker 
especially assigned to them 
Parents are not directly In¬ 
volved in the programs, but 
are often asked to bring the 
children to school and take 
them home, and have fre¬ 
quent conferences with 
school staff members. 

Brousson knew of no cases 
of youngsters of this age hav¬ 
ing come to school drunk, as 
in one instance reported in 
the Sooke district, but said 
there are elementary stu¬ 
dents in the Greater Vic¬ 
toria district who do drink. 

Usually the students exhi¬ 
bit a high degree of aggres¬ 
sive behavior and have prob¬ 
lems getting along with other 
children, Brousson said. 

"They need someone to 
control their behavior, either 
physically or by talking it 
through with them" 


Tough bargaining ahead on municipal labor front

If you answered true in each instance 
you score too per cent and presumably 
iiave an idea of what happens when the 


core municipalities and various union 
locals warm up for some tough bar¬ 
gaining. 

In one of the latest developments Wed¬ 
nesday. CUPE said Its lawyer would be 
asking the B C. Supreme Court to en¬ 
force a unanimous arbitration award 
from October that ordered the city of 
Victoria to raise the pay of Thetis Lake 
lifeguards and give them what was ex¬ 
pected to be several thousand dollars in 
retroactive wages. 

The union claims the city is violating 


the Labor Code by not implementing the 
award immediately. The city, it .says, 
wants to wait until It has made some 
inquiries to the Anti-Inflation Board. 

The regular pre-negotiation pot began 
to boil last month when GVLRA man¬ 
ager Carl Anshelm stole a page from the 
union's usual strategy and turned to the 
LRB for help. Anshelm said the Joint 
Negotiating Committee, covering six 
CUPE locals, hadn’t answered his invi¬ 
tation to open bargaining within the 
required todays. 


Ironically, the Victoria local of the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, which also negotiates with the 
city, is considering turning to the LRB 
with the same complaint about An¬ 
shelm. 

"Anshelm said he was going to the 
LRB because the CUPE people didn't 
reply to his letter to open talks, so we 
fired off a letter with the same request to 
him. and guess what—we didn't get 
an answer." an IBEW spokesman said. 


"If we don’t hear from him within a cou¬ 
ple of days we'll be asking for third-party 
intervention" 

So far, preliminary meetings have 
been held between GVLRA and CUPE 
locals covering Capital Region, library 
board and Victoria inside employees. 

These locals are bargaining apart 
from the Joint Negotiating Committee 
again. 

The JNC. umbrella for the city outside 
workers. Oak Bay, Saanich and Esqui¬ 
mau employees, and two locals of 


Greater Victoria School Board, has de¬ 
cided after a meeting to let Anshelm 
know ft is prepared to open talks at 
3:30 p.m. today. 

Union officials say no worthwhile 
offers have been made in the prelimin¬ 
ary meeting involving the other three 
locals. They say they expect bargaining 
to be difficult. 

Adding to the already hostile atmo¬ 
sphere are the grievances the union says 
it has been filipg at a much better 
than average rate.

The map shows the 
stars and constellations 
in mid-December about 
two houp) betorc mid- 
nighl. I'se it a couple 
of hours earlier or later 
and It becomes ev ident 
that as constellations rise 
in the east, others set in 
the west This apparent 
westward motion of the 
sky is an effect of the 
dally rotation of the earth 
on its axis. Watch the sky 
for several months and 
the seasonal effect of the 
earth’s annual trip 
around the sun becomes 
noticeable. For example, 
(he distinctive group of 
constellations that sur¬ 
round Orion and domi 
nale the winter sky are 
now visible late In the 
evening, but it will be 
some months before we 
see Hercules and Bootes. 

The changing aspects 
of the sky were used by 
ancient pMple for practi¬ 
cal purposes — for telling 
lime, to simal important 
events such as the plant- 
ing of crops or the an¬ 
nual flooding of rivers 
and as a guide lo naviga¬ 
tion, to name a few. How- 
ever, as wc are today, 
they were awed and Im¬ 
pressed with the beautv 
and mystery of the 
heavens, and they at 
tached mystical signifi¬ 
cance to the stars. Since 
the dawn of history cer¬ 
tain stellar configura¬ 
tions were recognized 
and named after gods and 
goddesses, living crea¬ 
tures and common oh 
jects. This grouping and 
naming of stars gave us 
the constellations 

Different cultures used 
different names. While it 
Is generally fell that the 
naming originated in the 
Mesopotamian Valley, 
the system of names fol¬ 
lowed today comes from 
the Greek. Ptolemy, who 
summarized the astro¬ 
nomical learning of his 
time about A.D. loO. list¬ 
ed 18 constellations in the 
Almagest.

BROADFOOT'S book is a 
goldmine of material for the 
stage. Interview after inter¬ 
view springs from the page 
with all the drama that re¬ 
ality affords. There is al¬ 
most a sardonic quality to the 
lighter ones and an unmis¬ 
takable bitterness to much of 
the rest. Nostalgia never 
really becomes an issue. 

Yet it is this very quality of 
intensity and bitterness that 
Hare's production lacks. A 
mother recalls the 30s as a 
lime when her boy vegetated 
on the porch swing and only 
came to life for the war in 
which he died. 

“VOl' SEE, somebody 
waited him. It was some¬ 
thing for him to do." she said. 
This line placed in the pro¬ 
duction's closing monologue

surely should be regarded as 
a synopsis of all that has gone 
before. It is understandable 
that Cjare Hare, who delivers 
this monologue, would bring 
a sad almost resolved air to 
it. Yet that particular line 
should ring with all the bit¬ 
terness the woman mu.s3 be 
suppressing The woman has 
lost a son first to an economic 
situation over which she had 
no control only to have him 
momentarily come to life and 
then lu.se it in an equally 
unfathomable war. 

IT I.S HARD to imagine 
that Hare didn't recognize 
the bluntness of some pf the 
monologues. It is almost as 
though he buffooned up some 
episodes to relieve the bleak¬ 
ness of some parts of the 
scripts.

There is a marvellous radio 
show interlude with .some 
singing that pre-dates the An¬ 
drew .Sisters and a radio 
drama complete with some 
intriguing rendering of sound 
effects. But Hare shows little 
discretion in his choices for

PARTICULARLY, he or 
the scriptwriters err in car¬ 
tooning the school assembly 
for Edward's abdication 
broadcast, which was a poi¬ 
gnant interview in the book 
other than just for royalists. 
Surely its purpose is to illus¬ 
trate the need to believe in 
some constant or someone 
far removed from their ex¬ 
perience. 

That monologue ends in a 
comment about how it all 
would have made a wonder¬ 
ful movie. It is delivered with 
a flip air by the young actress 
when surely something more 
sardonic is required. 

HARE'S production and 
perhaps the script itself leave 
us confused as from just 
where the characters are 
speaking. Much of the script 
clearly denotes the mono¬ 
logues as reminiscences yet 
visually we are placed in the 
3t)s. Undoubtedly the years 
give perceptions to the events 
recalled, yet the monologues 
with that hindsight are pre 
sented as in the first person 
from the period. 

THIS WEAKNE.SS was 
particularly baffling in the 
case of the woman recalling 
her years as one of the 
wealthy elite who attended 
university during the 30s. It's 
obvious that she is speaking 
sometime in the early 70s yet 
she is dressed as what ap¬ 
pears to be a society matron 
in the 30s when in fact she 
would have been a young 
woman. 

It is a production that both 
ered if not at times bored me 
by its lark of intensity. 

tmiERWISE Hare has 
given it a smooth staging en¬ 
livened with some clever 
tourhes. Hare has a reputa 
tion for improvisational en- 


I semble work and this produc¬ 
tion proves that it is more 
than justified. Still vivid long 
after the performance are all 
the touches Hare brought to 
tho.se episodes centred about 
ridtng the rails. 

U Yet for all that Hare 
achieves in this production, it 
still misses the point of 
Broadfoot's book. Simply 
that the 30s did happen. They 
did mean poverty in real and 
spiritual terms. And the hurt 
of the 30s is still carried by 
many. Whimsy and wlstfui- 
ncss cannot begin to convey 
all that Broadfoot's book laid 
bare.

Sexual harassment 
doesnH come with job 


WINDSOR, Ont (CP) ^ 
The co-author of a iMok on 
.sexual harassment in the 
work place says that many 
women are even unaware il is 
taking place. 

Leah Cohen says, "How¬ 
ever. bear in mind that if they 
don't realize at first, it 
doesn't lake long before they 
see what's going on." 

"They may think it comes 
with the Job. But il isn't fiat- 
lory—it has nothing lo do 
with the way they look." 

She and another Toronto 
woman. Connie Blackhouse. 
have written The Secret Op¬ 
pression: .Sexual Harassment 
of Workinn Women which 
will be released in February 
bv Maemillan Co. of Canada 
l-td. 

Ms. Cohen says that as far 
as aeeepting it as part of the 
job. "positively no!" 

"Women are battered on 
the street, they're battered at 
home. They're raped on the 
street. And now they allow 
themselves to be abused at 
work.” 

If that's the ca.se. she says, 
how do you escape the vio¬ 
lence? 

"Just wljere in the hell can 
you go?" 

She describes sexual ha¬ 
rassment as any sexually 
oriented practice that en¬ 
dangers a woman's job. un¬ 
dermines her job perfor¬ 
mance and threatens her 
economic liveliood 

It can manifest itself both 
physically and psychological- 
ly, she says. 

"Which means verbal slurs 
or suggestions as well as 
sexual gestures,” she says. 
"II doesn't have to go as far 
as rape by any means, but in 
some cases it does.” 


Research by Ms. Cohen and 
\ls. Blackhouse shows sexual 
harassment takes place in 
ever>- walk of life. 

“It doesn't matter what 
you do for a living." says Ms. 
Cohen. “If you’re a woman. 
chanCes are you’ve experi 
cnced it.” 

She says that she does not 
think the Ontario Human 
Rights Commission handles 
sexual harassment cases 
properly. 

"Getting them a letter or 
back pay is all fine and 
good—1 don't object to that— 
but it's the way they do it that 
I find totally unsatisfac¬ 
tory."

Dear Dr. Ruble: 1 am a 
female, 26. who for two yearv 
now hav had trouble with 
headaches. They only hap 
pen every so often, but they 
start with a fluttering in my 
right or left eye. then go into 
a terrific headache I also get 
an upset stomach with ihis.

This sounds like migraine, 
which is often preceded tjylan 
■ aura ". the eye symptoms 
you mention. The stomach 
upset is another classic 
symptom of migraine The 
common cause is a distur¬ 
bance in blood circulation in 
the head area There is often 
a family history of such head 
aches. You should see your 
phy sician, who can help you 
and prescribe medicine to 
case or forestall attacks (if 
aniicipaied soon enough) 
There has been some success 
in using the relatively new

They differ from Canada 
Works, which spurs commu- 
nity-ba.sed and sponsored 
make-work projecLs in con¬ 
struction. parks.forestry, en¬ 
vironment. education, cul¬ 
ture and recreation. 

Officials .said they could not 
specify yet which constituen¬ 
cies would not gel Canada 
Works grants.

.Spokesmen for supermar 
ket chains have said ground 
beef prices have risen recent 
ly because the import quota 
of boneless beef is not high 
enough. 

Allmand said import and 
other industry spokesmen 
had called for an Increase in 
the beef quota for 1979 to 
about 230 million pounds 
from too million pounds this 
year. 

"It only stands to reason 
that our beef Import policy 
should be flexible with dti- 
mestlc production going 
down, and in 1979 I under¬ 
stand bttef production will de¬ 
crease ' 

The minister said import¬ 
ing might be necessary to 
provide a balanced diet for 
most Canadians, but said 
later that the fast-food 
chains, which would buy the 
cheaper beef, did not give 
consumers the balanced diet 
his ministry advocated. 

Referring to a projected 
shortage of turkeys this year, 
Allmand said he would like to 
see the National Farm Prod¬ 
ucts Marketing Council In¬ 
struct marketing agencies to 
change quotas to meet de¬ 
mand. 

The minister said in a later 
news conference that he was 
not aw are of a continent wide 
shortage of turkeys this 
year 

According lo federal gov 
ernment figures, stocks were 
30 million pounds as of Nov. I. 
compared with 72 million 
pounds for the same period a 
year ago. 

Allmand said imports 
would actually help Canadian 
production of food stuffs by 
providing the "hest stimuli 
we have for keeping up the 
efficiency in Canadian indus¬ 
try. not just in agriculture but 
in other sectors as well. " 

"Without it, I am con¬ 
cerned that Canadian indus¬ 
try may become lax and fail 
to adopt the latest advances 
and innovations.” he said 
"This would be costly to both 
consumers and producers ' 

The minister also said pro¬ 
ducers had to expect to make 
concessions on imported 
products if Canada was to 
have access to other markets 
for its exports. 

Delegates reacted skepti¬ 
cally to Allmand's plea for 
understanding the need for 
imports. 

Don Knoerr. federation 
vice-president and director of 
the B.C. Cattlemen's As.so- 
elation, told Allmand that the 
federal government had not 
been consistent in its import 
quota system. 

He said, for example, it al¬ 
lowed large amounts of beef 
to be imported when beef 
prices were low in 1976. 

He said the price of grade A 
beef would be adversely af¬ 
fected by imports of lower 
grades of beef 


Government scored 
for bread price rise 


OTTAWA (CP)-The gov¬ 
ernment prefers to fight in¬ 
flation by allowing bread 
prices to increase seven cents 
a loaf instead of tightening iLs 
own spending bell. Conserva¬ 
tive MP James McGrath said 
Wednesday. 

Ottawa could find better 
ways to save money than by 
ending next month a five- 
year-old consumer subsidy 
which helped slow bread 
price increases. McGrath 
told the Commons. 

The poor were already 
struggling with ri.sing food 
prices. McGrath said. At 
tempts to stretch the food 
dollar with mure bread and 
pasta products were being 
thwarted by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Opposition MPs and the 
consumers association at¬ 
tacked government plans to 
end the subsidy which fixed 
at $3.23 a bushel the price 
millers paid for wheal they 
ground into flour. 

Millers will begin paying 
next month the world price 
for that wheat—currently 
around $1.80 a bushel. 

Wheat Board Minister Otto 
Lang said the increase was 
"unfortunate but necessary" 
and would only add one-tenth 
of one per cent lo the Con¬ 
sumer Price Index.

"Canada-wide, .vou're look¬ 
ing at in excess of $1 billion 
bet illegally. But that's just a 
conservative estimate. 
There's little way of doing an 
accurate audit." 

CpI. Pat Hales. RCMP 
gambling and morality co-or¬ 
dinator for Alberta, believes 
last weekend's Grey Cup 
game attracted more than 
$.'>00,000 in illegal bets in Cal 
gary and Edmonton. 

That figure takes into ac 
count money bet only through 
bookmakers and excludes 
money wagered in small of¬ 
fice pools. 

But the figures are only 
estimates and Hales says 
there are many bookmakers 
with a small, affluent and 
discreet clientele that police 
never hear about. 

Flake knows of well-heeled 
high rollers betting more 
than $100,000 on the results of 
a single sporting event. 

Court evidence earlier this 
month revealed a grocery 
store owner made a profit of 
$8,000 in one day for taking 
bets on horse races in Cal¬ 
gary.

BANGKOK. Thailand — In 
honor of visiting Vice Pre 
mier Teng Rsiao-ping 
China's flag flew in Thailand.

In all three countries, how¬ 
ever. there were sighs of re¬ 
lief when Teng boarded his 
American-built Jet and flew 
home.

A woman journaiisi in 
Thailand pursued Mrs Cho 
Lin, the wife of Teng. for five 
days asking members of her 
staff such questions as. '"How 
old were you when you got 
married?" and, "What is 
your job in Peking?" No an¬ 
swers were ever received. 

Mrs. Cho and Mrs. Ho Li- 
liang. wife of China's accom¬ 
panying foreign minister 
Huang Hua. broke away from 
Ihe drab, shapeless tunics 
most women wear in China. 
Teng himself wore well-tai¬ 
lored Mao jackets — tan by 
day. dark blue by night. 
(They did not conceal a slight 
paunch.) 

Both women appeared in a 
variety of bright costumes — 
pantsuits, skirts and blouses, 
brocaded jackets and. one 
evening Mrs. Cho wore a daz¬ 
zling gold brocade (which, 
she was reported to have 
said, was rheaper than a 
Western evening gown). Mrs. 
Cho's atirarlive young inter¬ 
preter appeared one day in 
high-heeled shoes, trim skirt 
and a blou.se of red. white and 
blue 

Such bright moments were 
rare. If Teng or any of his 
parly deliverd one light re 
mark during the trip, it 
escaped the notice of several 
hundred newsmen 

Once in Thailand, he wit¬ 
nessed a miliiarv display 
during which four military 
parachulisis — two men and 
Iwo women — floated down 
together and gave Teng a set 
of Thai parachute wings. He 
appeared lo be unmoved 

"What did he say? " his 
Thai interpreter was asked 
laler. 

'Thank you." the inter 
prefer said 

At the airport. Thai Prime 
Minisler Kriangsak Chaman- 
an tried to make small talk 
and asked. "How was your 
flight?" There was a transla¬ 
tion. a long pause and Teng 
replied "Good. " 

He loosened up enough 
later In inform Kriangsak. an 
amateur cook who later 
whipped up a few dishes fur 
his guest, that his stomach 
was good and lhat he liked 
hoi food. 

Through it all. Teng invari¬ 
ably wore a faini smile. 

"If Ihere were a scale for 
smiles. Teng's would be a 1." 
cracked one Western diplo¬ 
mat. 

Although receptions, cere 
mnnial appearances and 
talks were arranged to make 
Teng ln<ik busy. Ihe schedule 
was carefully tailored to give 
him plenly of re.st Frequent¬ 
ly he ale in his private rooms 
— from boxes of food flown 
from Peking. 

Even wilh plenty of resi, 
Teng often appeared tired 
His bodyguards assisted him 
down stairs, helped lake off 
his shoes when he visited 
temples and. at a crowded 
reception in Bangkok, escort¬ 
ed him out for a brief rest 
when the heat seemed to be 
bothering him. 

"He is not well and he is 
showing his age," a Weslem 
diplomat said. 

Many diplomatic sources, 
however, agreed that Teng's 
mind was "lough and sharp" 
F'ormer Thai Prime Minister 
Kukrit Pramoj. an old friend 
who had a private talk with 
Teng, said. "He Is a very 
self assured man. a man who 
knows whal he wants, a very 
active man." 

Noling Teng's well known 
ups and downs in China's (ur- 
bulent political struggles, 
Kukrit also said Teng was "a 
living example of the sur¬ 
vival of the fittest." Teng has 
spent about eight years of his 
life in political disgrace and 
once., only 10 years ago. was 
forced to serve as a waiter 
and factory worker. 

In all of his private diplo¬ 
matic talks during the South¬ 
east Asian tour. Teng. 
sources said, acted like “a 
man in a hurry.” dispensing 
with (he usual niceties and 
getting down to business im- 
medialely. It was reported 
that he established a real 
friendship wilh Kriangsak 
but was kepi a( a distance by 
Malaysia's Prime Minister 
Hus.sein Onn and Singapore's 
Prime Minister Lee Kuan 
Yew 

At all his stops Teng was 
surrounded by the trappings 
of capitalism. The lliais 
drove him around in a Rolls 
Royce. the Malaysians pro¬ 
vided a Lincoln Continental 
and in Singapore he had the 
longest Mercedes the com¬ 
pany builds — provided free 
by the local dealer. 

But there were some unex¬ 
pected communist-style 
touches. At a swank recep¬ 
tion in Bangkok, a dozen local 
Chinese businessmen — mul¬ 
timillionaires all — showed 
up in freshly tailored Mao 
jackets (which, most likely, 
they will seldom wear 
again). 


■Such surprises were rare. 
The trip was meticulously 
planned. One oflleial said 
Peking sent two advance par¬ 
ties wilh a long list of re¬ 
quirements. 

One thing they insisted on 
in Thailand was lhat Teng be 
assigned a different suite in 
Ihe government-owned 
Erawan Hotel. The tlOO-a- 
day quarters initially as¬ 
signed previously had been 


occupied by his present arch¬ 
enemy, Vietnamese Premier 
Pham Van Dong. A Vietnam¬ 
ese trade delegation in the 
hotel also had lo be moved 
out. 

Despite restrictions placed 
upon (he tour by the Chinese, 
local people had numerous 
opportunities for < personal 
contact with members of Ihe 
Teng entourage — largely be¬ 
cause there are large ethnic 
Chinese papulations in Thai¬ 


land and Mala.vsia. and Sin¬ 
gapore is oterwhelmingly 
Chinese. 

"They are much more re¬ 
laxed now. " a Singapore offi¬ 
cial who visited Peking two 
years ago said. "They will 
talk about what is wrong and 
even make little jokes with 
outsiders. They always man¬ 
age to blame the Gang of 
F'ourfor what is wrong but at 
least they are talking about 
it." 


Asked for an example of 
the "liltle jokes. " the official 
smiled and said. "I can't re¬ 
member. They obviously 
were not very impressive."

Their work is almost a lost 
art. 

"We split cedar logs in the 
same way Abraham Lincoln 
did when he was a young 
man." said America. 

The brolhers Sciaroni arc 
throwbacks lo I9th-renlury 


America when life was much 
simpler. 

Today most people buy 
fence posts from lurntx-r- 
yards split not by hand but by- 
power saws in limber mills. 
Or they buy Iron posts. 

‘‘It's hard work, but we 
love it,” Columbus said. "We 
enjoy being by ourselves out 
in the woods." 

The .Sciaronis have never 
advertised their fence posts, 
but ranchers and home 
owners for miles around 
know by word of mouth about 
the two elderly woodsmen. 

"We never can keep up 
with demand Too many peo¬ 
ple want them," said Colum¬ 
bus. 

The reason Columbus and 
Americo are swamped with 
orders are price and quality. 


They charge only $1.65 for a 
7-fcHit-long, 4-by-5-inch thick 
post. In lumberyards a simi¬ 
lar cedar post costs at least 
$5. 

"And our posts are from 
the heart of the cedar. We 
never use the outer edges of a 
log. The outer edges are filled 
with sap and have a much

shorter life expectancy,” 
Americo noted. 

Fence posts .sold in lumber¬ 
yards often are made from 
the outer edges of logs. 

"Sciaronis have been split¬ 
ting fence posts in these same 
woods ever since the 1850s," 
continued Columbus. "We 
know every inch of the forest. 
We know where to find the 
cedar for our posts. We make 
our posts out of trees felled 
by loggers and-Ieft behind." 

When they leave the woods 
each day in their old four- 
wheel drive trucks, they 
swing by the nearest ranger 
station to pay 12 cents for 
each 7-foot fence post they 
split in the forest. 

Columbus and Americo 
know most of the secrets of 


the woods. They know the 
rivers in seldom-visited, al- 
most-inaccessible dark can¬ 
yons where the big trout hang 
out. They go lo the dark can¬ 
yons to catch their fish. 

And every year they each 
get a deer for meat to last 
them through the winter. 

The brothers .Sciaroni were 
born in the woods, have lived 
(heir entire long lives in the 
tRoods and expect some day 
to die in the woods: I9th-cen 
lury woodsmen in the 20th 
century.

Sf lF.NTl.STS HAVE speculated lhal a disease called 
scrapie, which affects sheep, and two diseases (hat attack 
the brain and cause senile-like behavior in humans are 
caused by viruses. However, nobody has been able to isolate 
the viruses. II now appears that these diseases are caused 
nol by V iruses bill by the new type of agent first disenv ered 
in planis. 

The human diseases are kuru. a strange malady found 
m New Guinea, and Creuirfcldt-Jakob disease, a more 
geiigraphieally widespread condition thal kills its victims 
uilhin a year by ailaeking the brain 

ALTHOf fill NLITHLR DINLA.SL is common, scien- 
lists speculate lhal the disease-causing process thal occurs 
in these two conditions may also explain a lung llsi of other 
more common diseases — most of which ailaek the brain or 
spinal cord — such as Huntinglon's disease, multiple scle¬ 
rosis, Parkinson's disease and so-called Lou Gehrig's 
disease 

Six years ago. Dr. Joseph S. Semaneik. a I'niversity of 
California at Riverside plant pathologist, and Ur. Richard 
y Marsh, a L'niversity of Wisconsin vclerlnarian. re- 
poricd the discovery of the new disease organisms, which 
they called viroids 

L\ SOME MAYS viroids resemble viruses, bul In other 
ways ihey are dinstinclly different. For one thing, they 
are only about I-IOth Ihe si7e of a typical virus. And Iheir 
genelie material is free-floating, nol contained inside a 
capsule, as in viruses 

This fact may make the (ask of curing nr preventing 
viroid diseases even more eompliealed than is ihe ease 
for virus diseases 

fllE ABSENCE OE a capsule rules out Ihe possibililv of 
,i vaccine, because vaccines depend on Ihe capsule for 
Iheir effectiveness 

To dale scientists have lH>en able to eslablish viroids 
,is the cause of eight different plant diseases lhal affect cil 
rus fruit, polatoes and several other crops

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Teaching proposal draws attack 


A proposal for a learning 
and working conditions con¬ 
tract for the Greater Victoria 
school district barely sur¬ 
vived a school board meeting 
Monday when trustees at¬ 
tacked its presentation as 
•"emasculation” of a board 
committee. > 

The proposal for the con¬ 
tract went directly to the 
board without going through 
a recently established Joint 
committee of the school 
board and the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Teachers' As.sociation. 

Sch<M)ls superintendent 
Allan Stables told the board 
that such contracts existed in 
other school districts in the 
province, and were formal 
agreements to consult with 
teachers on any matters that 
would affect learning and 
working conditions, such as a 
change in the pupil-teacher 
ratio or the employment of 
teacher aides 

A motion to receive and file 
the suggestion was termed 
inappropriate by Trustee 
John Young, who said the 
board should deal with it 
"one way or the other.” 

Receiving and filing would 
b<‘ “a slap in the fac e, just 


closing the dmr," trustee 
Carol Pickup said. 

"We owe them the courtesy 
of listening to what they have 
to say." 

Glyn Williams said the 
teachers had cho.sen to ignore 
the joint committee, which 
had no idea the proposal was 
even under consideration. 
That opened the door again. 
The motion to receive and file 
was defeated, with only the 
mover. Dr. Mark Fisher, and 
Trustee Peter Yorke. op¬ 
posed. The proposal was sub¬ 
sequently referred to the 
joint committee for discus¬ 
sion. 

In other action, an attempt 
to get through revised terms 
of reference for the board's 
student review committee 
also failed. 

The key clause in the revi¬ 
sion. a section which would 
have permitted principals to 
refer cases to the committee 
before having to suspend stu¬ 
dents. was excised at the last 
school board meeting by trus¬ 
tees who felt the committee 
would be deluged with files 
that could be handled by the 
administration. 

The revision was then 
pa.s.sed by a vote of 5-t with¬ 
out the clau.se. 

Unfortunately, school 


board chairman Susan Brice 
had overlooked a require¬ 
ment that a bylaw have a 
two-thirds majority for pas¬ 
sage. and the bylaw was 
brought back again. No one 
changed his mind the second 
time around, however, and 
the bylaw was defeated 
again Consequently the com 
mittee will continue to func¬ 
tion in its present form. 

The matter may be taken 
up again by the new school 
board next year. Mrs. Brice 
indicated.

OTTAWA (CP)-Parlia- 
meni was lold Wednesday 
that Ihc offences of rape, at- 
templed rape, indecent as¬ 
sault and gross indecency 
should be removed from the 
Criminal Code and replaced 
by new offences of "sexual 
aggression" and "sexual in- 
lerference” 

The Law Reform Commis¬ 
sion of Canadi. in a report 
tabled in the Commons by 
Justice Miniifter Marc La- 
londe. also recommended 
that the "spousal immunity" 
clause, preventing a wife 
from charging her husband 
with rape or similar offences, 
be repealed 

"NO INDIVIDl'AL should 
be forced to submit to a sex¬ 
ual art to which he or she has 
not consented." the report 
says, setting out the principle 
underlying the proposed 
changes. 

"In sexual relations, con¬ 
sent must be of the essence 
Sexual activity must bo con¬ 
sensual and not procured by 
force or trickery ..." 

Otto Lang. Lalonde's pre¬ 
decessor as justice minister, 
said recently that the com¬ 
mission proposals would ^ 
taken into account in redraft¬ 
ing the sexual provisions of 
the Criminal Code this win¬ 
ter. 

ANY CHANGE in this area 
is controversial, however, 
and changes in the law may 
be unlikely until after the 
next federal election expect¬ 
ed in 1979. 

Possibly the most contro¬ 
versial proposal by the com¬ 
mission is that incest be¬ 
tween consenting adults no 
longer bo a crime. This pro¬ 
posal has drawn heavy fire 
from a variety of groups 
since it was unveiled in a 
working pap*T. since redraft¬ 
ed for Parliament, last June 

Rape, punishable by life in 
prison, and associated of¬ 
fences would be replaced by- 
two new prov isions. 

"Sexual interference" 
could be charged against 
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anyone who, "for a sexual 
purpose, directly or indirect¬ 
ly touches another person 
without the consent of that 
person." 

THIS WOl'LD be treated as 
a summary offence or a 
major one punishable by five 
years in prison. 

"Sexual aggression" would 
involve the use or threat of 
force "for the purpase of sex¬ 
ual interference" and would 
be punishable by up to 10 
years. 

The commission noted that 
while rape covered only va¬ 
ginal penelralion. the pro¬ 
posed offences would apply lo 
vaginal, oral or anal penetra¬ 
tion as well as acts of sexual 
aggression against anyone, 
male or female. 

IN RECOMMENDING the 
repeal of the rape laws, the 
commis.sion said (he main 
characteristic of rape was its 


aggressive rather than its

THE PROPOSED offence 
of ".sexual aggression” would 
simplify trials and underline 
the prohibition against vio¬ 
lence for sexual purposes. 

The commission said the 
idea that a husband had a 
right lo sexual intercourse 
w ith his wife without her con¬ 
sent was "no longer in 
vogue." Most of those con¬ 
sulted by the commission had

Forgeries abound 

Drug addicts 
duping MDs, 
expert warns 


OTTAWA (CP)-Physic 
ians have unintentionally be¬ 
come important sources for 
clever drug addicts and traf¬ 
fickers. says the director of 
the federal bureau of danger 
ous drugs 

Reid McKim said users and 
traffickers had successfully 
penetrated legitimate medi 
cal channels across the coun 
try 10 gel narcotics and con 
trolled drugs. They did it by 
forging stolen medical pro 
scriptions. impersonating 
physicians when telephoning 
prescription orders, persuad¬ 
ing physicians lo write pre 
scriptions and Mealing drugs 
from pharmacies. 

"The police have done a 
good job of interrupting illicit 
drug supplies and heroin now 
available in Canada is of a 
very poor quality. So traffick¬ 
ers have found they can get a 
belter product easier by pen 
etrating the legitimate mar¬ 
ket." he said. 

A favorite heroin substitute 
is hydromorphone. an opium

"Addicts like it better than 
heroin. They can gel a pre 
scriplion for 100 capsules for 
$15 and sell them on the street 
fur $35 to $50 a capsule." 

Other popular drugs in¬ 
clude Talwin. a pain-killer 
used by heroin addicts, and 
oxycodone marketed under 
Ihc name Perdiidan. It is 
similar to morphone drugs. 

"This is one area we are 
devoting a great deal of en¬ 
ergy to. But we have to do 
this without interfering with 
the availability of these drugs 
for medical purposes " 

McKim. a former pharma¬ 
cist. said the bureau main¬ 
tained careful watch over 
such prescription drugs and 
all records from manufac¬ 
turers. pharmacies and hos¬ 
pitals had to be available fur 
federal inspectors. 

Moreover, a central index 
was used to screen prescrip¬ 
tions written by doctors and 
filled out at pharmacies so 
the bureau could spot a tech¬ 
nique known as double doc- 
luring. 

"This means we can screen 
for people going from one 
doctor 10 another." McKim 
said. "And if a prescription is 
made by several doctors to 
the same guy. we get a little 
suspicious." 

.McKim says physicians 
everywhere are prey to these 
tactics. 

"In the Marilimes. doctors 
can be lulled into a sense of 
security. But even in Cape 
Breton there art“ problems, 
because doctors there aren't 
used to dealing with ad¬ 
dicts." 

And in a medical bulletin to 
Maritime doctors earlier this 
summer. McKim warned 
them and pharmacists about 
the increased use of Pcrco- 
dan in that area. 

"It has become a alarming 
problem in Atlantic Canada," 
the bulletin said. 

Doctors were cautioned lo 
give only written prescrip- 
lions to make sure they could 
not be changed easily, and to 
guard against theft of pre¬ 
scription forms. 

“Physicians should exer- 
ci.se care when they arc con¬ 
tacted by a person whose 
medical history is unknown 
lo them and who requests a 
prescription for Percodan." 
said the bulletin. "Finally, 
theft of these drugs from 
pharmacies, while not a seri¬ 
ous problem in the past, has 
recently become a matter for 
real concern in this area."

• Males and females aged 
It through 17 would be pro¬ 
tected against sexual inter¬ 
ference by adults upon whom 
they were dependent—par 
enis. relatives, employers, 
teachers and so on—through 
a law prov iding a penalty of 
up lo five years for sexual 
intcreference. even with con¬ 
sent, in these cases. 

• Sexual activity among 
adolescents themselves not 
be treated "with great sever¬ 
ity. since in many cases it is 
the natural outcome of nor 
mal sexual development " 
Family or child welfare law 
was more effective than 
criminal law in dealing with 
such cases, if law was needed 
at all 

• The mentally handi- 
capped had a right lo sexual¬ 
ity that should not be inter 
fered with unless the 
handicap had been taken ad 
vantage of and their ability to 
give valid consent lo inter 
course was in question 

• A prohibttton agatnsi in 
lercourse with a female 
under 21. obtained through 
exploitation by an employer, 
be repealed. This law re¬ 
quires that the female "be of 
previously chaste character" 
and says the accused may be 
acquitted if the alleged vic¬ 
tim is found "more lo blame" 
than he is. The commission 
said this dated from the days 
when there was virtually no 
labor law Women fired or not 
hired becau.se they wouldn't 
submit lo an employer now 
had redress. A charge of sex 
ual interference or aggres¬ 
sion could be placed if ad 
vances went beyond the 
talking stage 

• Incest between consent¬ 
ing adults to be no longer an 
offence. Incest should be a 
mailer for criminal law only 
when dependent children or 
adolescents were threa¬ 
tened. 

The commission rccom 
mended that the offences of 
buggery , bestiality and gross 
indecency be repealed Bug 


gery and gross indecency 
would be covered by the pro¬ 
posed offences of sexual in¬ 
terference or aggression. 

"Bestiality would still be 
covered by Ihc various laws 
for the protection of ani¬ 
mals . . ." 

Nudity would only be an 
offence where it offended 
"public decency." The con¬ 


sent of an attorney-general 
would be needed before a 
charge could be placed. The 
nudity provision in the Crimi¬ 
nal Code was passed lo keep 
Doukhobors from protesting 
through nude parades in the 
1950s. 

Also retained would be^e- 
lions aimed at peeping-toms 
and flashers.

It emphasized, however, 
that the derision rested with 
the Waterloo police commis¬ 
sion. 

The report also said .Sgt. 
Eric Hunt should be reduced 
in rank to first-class con¬ 
stable for his behavior in the 
raid, which the commission¬ 
ers said ’’bordered on the ab¬ 
surd." 

Commissioners also said 
they were “not at all im¬ 
pressed with the truthfulness 
and frankness" of another 
participant. Constable Monte 
Lovegrove, and recommend¬ 
ed he be reduced in rank to 
fourth-class constable. 

The report'concludes that 
because of the actions of the 
officers named and others, 
who cannot be identified, 
"there are stains and ble¬ 
mishes on police history 
which will be difficult to 
erase” 

, During the inquiry. Hench¬ 
men club members testified 
that when they arrived at po¬ 
lice headquarters, some were 
tripped and struck by police 
officers. 

Some alleged that they 
were forced to run a gantlet 
of punching, kicking tactical 
.squad members and some 
were bitten by Constable 
Westwell’s dog. Basko. 

The commissioners— 
Judge Thomas Graham. 
Shaun MacGrath and Elmer 
D. Bell—said the actions of 
the police conducting the raid 
made it appear as if they 
were entitled to go to any 
lengths to intimidate and 
punish the motorcycle club. 

"This same type of conduct 
was exhibited towards not 
only the Henchmen but 
against many other citizens.” 
the commissioners said. 

They said they might have 
expected that Brown would 
have taken a firm grip as 
soon as he became aware 
or suspicious of improper be 
havior. but they heard noth¬ 
ing in his evidence indicating 
any action by him to correct 
the problem. 

"The commission finds this 
unbelievable.” the report 
said. 

The commissioners were 
unrelenting in their criticism 
of the Waterloo police force 
tactical unit’s March II raid 
on the Henchmen's club¬ 
house. * 

“The physical abuse and 
humiliation to which the pris¬ 
oners were subjected Is com¬ 
pletely unacceptable by any 
standards." the commission¬ 
ers said. 

"The police who gave evi¬ 
dence indicated little contri¬ 
tion for their actions, which 
indicates that they had no 
regard for the law and for the 
high principles of policing." 

The commissioners found It 
"incredible" that a search 
for narcotics would be ac¬ 
companied by the type of de- 
slruetion on the occasion, 
with sledge-hammer attacks 
upon mirrors, wails, flooring, 
benches and other furniture 

They said there was also no 
necessity for handcuffing the 
occupants of the clubhouse.

Christmas. 

In Ontario. Consumer and 
Commercial Relations Minis¬ 
ter E'rank Drea has suggest¬ 
ed that shoppers stop buying 
turkeys to halt price in¬ 
creases. 

Drea said wholesalers were 
making too much money on 
the handling of Christmas 
birds. 

"I believe in B.C. our in¬ 
ventories are not higher then 
they were last year, which 
indicates that we are dealing

with the current market situ¬ 
ation.” Hewitt said in an in¬ 
terview. 

"I don’t think there is any 
priee-gouging here at all. and 
as a matter of fact, I think the 
people who made the com¬ 
ments in Ontario now wish 
they had not done so. because 
ft has only stirred up a tem¬ 
pest in a teapot." 

Federal government statis¬ 
tics show wholesalers buy 
turkeys from farmers for 
about 52 cents a pound and 
sell them to retailers for $1.05 
to $1.07 a pound.

Len Bawtrcc (SC—Shus- 
wap) said his committee, 
currently conducting a study 
of the cost of food in B.C., 
would consider ways of 
bringing down the artificial¬ 
ly high price of quotas, in¬ 
cluding quitting the national 
Milk Marketing Board. 

Hewitt said the price of 
milk was based on a formula 
that had been in place for a 
number of years, and equal¬ 
ed the earning capacity in the 
province. “I don't think it’s 
out of line,’’ he added. 

Opposition agriculture 
critic Barbara Wallace 


(NDP—Cowichan-Malahat) 
concurred. 

•She said the producers 
cost of buying a quota was 
borne by the farmer and not 
passed along to the consum¬ 
er. 

The cost of milk was exact¬ 
ly what it should be. she said. 
It returned to the farmer just 
enough to cover all his 
operating and capital costs 
except debt servicing on the 
loan needed to buy his 
quotas. 

Mrs. Wallace said every¬ 
one agreed the price of

Trade deficit 
wider in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The U S. trade deficit wi¬ 
dened considerably last 
month as imports reached a 
record level, the government 
announced Wednesday. But 
the administration held firm 
to assessments that the situa¬ 
tion is improving. 

The October deficit totaled 
$2.13 billion, the largest since 
mid-summer, as imports in¬ 
creased while exports dipped 
by 3.1 per cent. It was the 29th 
monthly deficit in a row — a 
pattern that has been a major 
factor in the decline of the 
dollar abroad and worsening 
inflation at home.

Lougheed said he accepted 
free trips from the two air¬ 
lines because he believed Al¬ 
bertans would want him to 
take holidays and relax from 
the demands of office. 

"It was offered to me as the 
premier of Alberta. 

"And 1 felt from the stand¬ 
point of the citizens of Alber¬ 
ta that they would want me 
whenever I could to get a 
decent break in the hope that 
I would get the rest to do a 
I better Job." 

Lougheed. in Ottawa for a 
I first ministers' conference on 
rthe economy, admitted Mon¬ 
day that he accepted CP Air 
I and Air Canada passes about 
once a year since he was first 
elected premier in 1971. 

Air Canada, however, says 
there is no record of the Al¬ 
berta premier receiving free 
passes to fly with the govern¬ 
ment-owned airline. 

Lougheed has been critic¬ 
ized by provincial opposition 
leaders for accepting the free 
rides. 

Only a month ago the Al¬ 
berta government faced 
sharp criticism over two 
other similiar issues.

M. V. Chesnut’s <■ 

Garden Notes 



The u.se of flnworing and foliage 
plants in the home has developed enor¬ 
mously in the Iasi few years. Plants 
have always been well-loved household 
pels, of course, as witness the geranium 
growing in a jam tin in grandmother's 
farmhouse window, but nowadays 
plants wilh interesting foliage are 
looked upon as part of a room's decor, 
and it is not uncommon to find, in new 
homes, a built-in planter, with auto¬ 
matic wick watering, sometimes even 
with fluorescent lighting. One problem 
which hasn't changed since grandmoth¬ 
er's day. though, is the need for periodic 
repotting, and a constant stream of 
letters crosses my desk asking when 
and how this should be done. 

Generally speaking, a houseplant 
can go for two years in the same pot and 
the same soil before a major repotting 
becomes necessary. This broad rule 
doesn't necessarily hold for newly pur¬ 
chased plants, however, for plants are 
nearly always sold in pols too small for 
permanent occupancy and should be 
repotted into larger containers fairly 
soon after purchase. This is not a cheap 
Irick on the pari of the florist or super¬ 
market; it is to save weight .so you can 
carry your purchase to your car. 

Kvon though a compleie repotting 
job is done only every second year, it is 
a good idea to freshen up your plants 


wilh a lopdressing in the "off" years 
between repottings. This consi.sts of 
scratching away the lop layer of soil in 
the pot. being careful not to disturb or 
damage any root.s. and replace it with 
perhaps an inch of rich, fresh, topsoil. 

The best lime to either topdress or 
repot is when the plant picks up and 
starts pushing out new leaves and new 
shoots after a period of sluggish growth 
With most plants, this will be In the 
spring, although not necessarily so. The 
first job in repotting is to get the plant 
out of its pot. Wilh all the smaller 
plants, the trick here is to turn it upside 
down, steadying the soil in the pot with 
the outstretched fingers of one hand, 
then rap the rim of the pot smartly on 
the edge of a table or bench. The ball of 
roots and soil should slide out neatly into 
your outstretched hand. This is known 
as ‘.'knocking" a plant out of its pot — a 
most useful trick which should be prac¬ 
ticed by every would-be gardener. 

Incidentally, this is an excellent op¬ 
portunity. while the plant is out of its 
pot. to check up on your watering tech¬ 
nique. Kxamino the bottom soil; if it is 
soggy, wet and sloppy, you are watering 
loo much or too often. If it is bone dry. 
you are not giving enough to penetrate 
Ihe full depth of the soil. 

Observe also whether Ihe roots are 
curling into a light ball, running around 


Ihe inside of Ihe pot. This is a sure sign 
the plant has outgrown its pot and will 
require either a larger container or the 
plant should be divided. 

In Ihe actual repotting, place the 
plant on its side on newspapers and 
scratch away some — not all — of Ihe 
old, exhausted soil. If the roots are 
curled into a tight ball, tease a few root 
tips free from the mass .so they will 
penetrate the new soil more readily. An 
old kitchen fork is a good Implement for 
these operations. 

The pot, whether the same one or a 
larger size, should be scrubbed in hut 
soapy water and a layer of gravel or bits 
of broken clay flower pot placed in the 
bottom for drainage. Add some of the 
fresh soil, then center Ihe plant in the 
pot. filling in gradually around Ihe edge, 
spreading out the root ends as you go. 
and making the new soil very firm. 

Clean up the plant now, brushing all 
loose soil off the leaves wilh a soft 
brush, then give one copious w atering lu 
selllc the soil. Go easy on Ihe water 
thereafter, though, for new roots will 
not form readily in soil which is welter 
than just barely damp. 

Keep the repolled plant in a good 
light but out of direct sunlight and in a 
cool place until new growth indicates 
lhat Ihe operation has been a success

• That although urban noise is 
gri’ater lhan rural, hearing impairment 
loday is found must frequenlly among 
farmers, who work close lo tractors and 
other noisy intuipmenl 




"In the beginning 
God . 

Genesis is nut a book of 
science; it is a book of wis- 
dnm. The author does not de¬ 
scribe Ihe scientific process 
of creation. He is not con¬ 
cerned with the fact of crea¬ 
tion; he proclaims without 
embarassment that the world 
did nulspring into being cha¬ 
otically or accidentally with¬ 
out plan, design or purpose. 

"In the beginning 
God . . 

For the .spiritual man all of 
life flows from this resound¬ 
ing. joyful and exciting affir¬ 
mation. Given God, and the 
world with all of its sorrows, 
its travail and pain may still 
have meaning. Without Cod. 
nothing is truly significant; 
even our victories, triumphs 
and glories are empty and 
hollow. 

You cannot prove creation 


in the test tubes of a la¬ 
boratory. Indeed, no scientist 
worthy of the name would 
admit that il is possible to 
disprove il. Strange as it may 
seem the profound man of 
science is the most potential 
believer in creation. 

No scientist ever "saw" an 
electron; nor does he tliink 
that anyone ever could. Yet, 
nothing is more "real " to a 
scientist than an electron. 

Most of us would call a 
table or a chair real because 
we can see or touch them. But 
a scientist knows that the 
table and chair are not real, 
even though they can be seen 
or touched. 

The table and the chair, to 
a scientist, are nothing more 
than a swirling set of electric 
charges which he calls elec¬ 
trons. 

The author of Genesis is 
concerned — vitally con¬ 


cerned — with the answer lo 
that question. He is not spe- 
clfic regarding how man de¬ 
veloped from the lower spe¬ 
cies. Silence reigns on that 
i.ssue; for the author is not a 
scientist. Genesis says only 
that man was created at the 
lop of Ihe scale, after all 
other species had been 
formed. 

But what does He say? 
"God made man out of the 
dust of the earth." Here, In 
the language of symbolism, 
are imb^ded two ideas — no 
facts — that matter supre¬ 
mely. Man is nothing: he is 
like dust. 

Physically he declines, 
erodes and decays; for he is 
eminently finite. But man 
was formed as Ihe crown and 
the pinnacle of all creation. 

The astronomer asks; What 
is man? And the answer: "He 
is but a speck of dust in a 


far-flung universe whose 
forces dominate and control 
his life. " The biologists asks: 
What is man? And he an- 
swers: "He is but one step 
removed form his cousins of 
Ihe animal kingdom " 

To w hich, the man of spirit, 
basing his life upon the inti¬ 
mations of Genesis, can 
reply: "Man may be these 
things, yet, please remem¬ 
ber: Man is also the astron¬ 
omer. also the biologist. He is 
like dust; but because he has 
been created to strive and to 
search, to rule and to serve, 
a divine spark animates him. 
Physically he is nothing; 
spiritually he can be some- 
Ihing." 

And what is most impor¬ 
tant: when we realise that 
spiritually we can become 
something, that there is plan 
and purpose to life, we no ^ 
longer remain animals but 
can become men. 
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Aid curbs studied 


to get at quitters 


OTTAWA (CP)-The Rov 
ernment is considering 
louf^ening unemployment 
insurance rules affecting 
persons who collect benefits 
after quitting jobs voluntari¬ 
ly. Kmployment Minister 
Bud Cullen said Tuesday. 

However, he said that den¬ 
ying benefits to quitters had 
been rejected in the past be¬ 
cause "we would pul the em¬ 
ployees at the mercy of the 
employers." 

Added Jack Maninn. his 
deputy minister. "Our con¬ 
cern is exploitation, especial¬ 
ly sexual exploitation of 
young women." 

The senior officials were 
responding at a Commons 
manpower committee meet¬ 


ing to Paul McCrosean (PC— 
York Scarborough), who said 
benefits should be denied to 
persons who quit before two 
or three years on a job. 

He said this would be a 
’belter way to cut unemploy¬ 
ment insurance costs than 
measures currently proposed 
by the government.

Levesque as¬ 
sured reporters. “It wasn’t 
the place for that." 

But it was clearly intended 
to condemn the "practice of 
federalism.” Levesque said. 

The condemnation fo¬ 
cussed largely on Ottawa's 
failure to respect its agree¬ 
ments, provincial jurisdic¬ 
tions and regional priorities 
and development strategies. 

The federal government's 
plans, for instance, to shelve 
construction of the La Prade 
heavy water plant in Quebec 
went against an agreement 
reached after painful nego¬ 
tiations with the province last 
January and would mean the 
loss of 1.000 jobs and most of 
the direct federal investment 
in the energy field in Quebec. 
Levesque and his colleagues 
said. 


first ministers moved 
through (ho final day of talks 
—on energy- strate^’. re¬ 
source taxation, fishing, re¬ 
gional development and tran- 
sporation—at snail's pace, 
frequently getting bogged 
down in individual provincial 
grievances. 

TYPICAL OF the proceed¬ 
ings was an exchange be¬ 
tween Quebec Ener»' Minis¬ 
ter Guy Joron and his federal 
counterpart. Alastair Gille¬ 
spie. Joron complained that 
the federal government was 
virtually ignoring Quebec in 
distributing its jo^reating 
Investments in energy devel- 
opmtmt. 

He said this seemed parti- 
rulary unfair W QuebMers, 
when their province contrib¬ 
uted substantially, to the na¬ 
tional supply of hydroelectric 
power. 

Exasperated. Gillespie 
shot back: “You have no coal, 
no oil, no natural gas. How 
can you expect us to partici¬ 
pate (in Quebec) the way we 
did with the Syncrude project 
in Alberta?" 

Davis said Ontario, as an 
energy-consuming province, 
was looking for a clearer na¬ 
tional energy policy which 
would guarantee secure sup¬ 
plies in the face of anticipat¬ 
ed world oil price increases 
and shortages. But Alberta 
Premier Peter Lx)ugheed 
maintained, as he had in the 
past, that national interests 
had to be balanced against 
Alberta's right to a fair re¬ 
turn on energy revenues. 

REGIONAL divisions also 
dominated discussions on 
mineral development. Que¬ 
bec complained that the fed¬ 
eral government was under¬ 
mining reitional priorities by 
persistently interfering in an 
area of provincial jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Other premiers expressed 
milder criticism, asking the 
federal government to recon¬ 
sider some of its policies af¬ 
fecting uranium safeguards 
and resource taxation. 

Turning to fishing. Prince 
Edward Island Premier Ben¬ 
nett Campbell said provincial 
officials on both coasts want¬ 
ed a larger hand in managing 
the fisheries on which their 
economies depended. 

Premier Richard Hatfield 
of New Brunswick said east¬ 
ern provinces were afraid 
their interests would suffer In 
(he federal government's 
new board of economic devel¬ 
opment ministers. 

HE .SAID the board would 
relegate the department of 
regional economic expansion 
to one of eight ministries 
competing for attention in the 
national economic strategy.

Probers still await

OTTAWA (CP)-In iU 
sixth week of quMtionlnf 
high offleltls. a royal com¬ 
mission Into RCMP wrongdo¬ 
ing still hasn't gained access 
to cabinet documents that 
may shed light on why the 
RCMP security service broke 
laws in efforts to counter ter¬ 
rorism in Quebec In the early 
1970s. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
assigned Cabinet Secretary 
Michael Pitfield in October to 
make relevant documents 
available to the royal com¬ 
mission. bul Pitfield’s assis¬ 
tant, T.D. Finn, says proce¬ 
dural problems have held up 
the process. 

"It's not something that's 
entirely resolved at the mo¬ 
ment." Finn, assistant cabi¬ 
net secretary for security and 
intelli^nce, said in a recent 
interview. He was referring 
to minutes of the cabinet 
committee on security and 
intelligence, which instructs 
the RCMP security service. 

The commission Itself re¬ 
fuses to comment at all on the 
matter. 

Finn said the hold-up was a 
"constitutional convention" 
which required the assent of 
ministers before Trudeau 
himself might release cabi¬ 
net documents or cabinet 
commillee minutes. 

Documents below that 
level-those coming into 
cabinet committees and 
going out in the form of in¬ 
structions to departments— 
may be released by Pitfield 
himself.

WASHINGTON (AP)-A 
California psychiatrist says 
lowerH'lass teenagers are 
less likely than their more 
affluent peers to gel mixed up 
with religious or racial culls 
because these youths "'can 
recognize o street hustle " 

■Yery few of the cults are 
able to recruit lower-class 
young adults, either blaek or 
while. " eomiuded .Margaret 
Singer, a psychiatric profes¬ 
sor at the I'nlversity of Cali¬ 
fornia in San Francisco. 

In an article in a recent 
edition of Journal published 
by the National Association 
of Private Psychiatric Hospi¬ 
tals. Ms. Singer asserts: 
"I.ower-cla.ss youths In the 
Lniled Stales, primarily, 
know there are no free din¬ 
ners and no free nicals They 
can recognize a sireel hus¬ 
tle " 

The report was written be¬ 
fore the niualistic mass sui¬ 
cide earlier this month in¬ 
volving more than 9tXI 
members of the Peoples 
Temple cull commune at 
Joneslown, Guyana. 

Ms. Singer said there were 
abuul 250 different cults In 


the U.S. and that the larger 
and more prominent ones 
used extremely sophisticated 
recruitment methods which 
were taught to followers. 

These methods included 
getting close enough to gaze 
into a person s eye to deter 
mine whether ihe person was 
a Warm, loving person who 
would be easy to recruit, or 
one who would be hard to 
gel. 

"They begin their love¬ 
bombing of Ihe new recruit 
from that point onward." she 
wrote. "Middle- and upper- 
class young adults have not 
had enough experience with 
street hustlers in growing up 
10 know how artful deceivers 
on Ihe street can operate." 

The psychiatrist said she 
based her research on inter 
views with 250 young people 
with cult experience. 

"Cults supply their mem 
hers with ready-made deci 
sions about careers, dating 
sex and marriage and the 
'meaning of life.' In return 
they demand total obedience, 
which they maintain through 
various programs of coersive 
persuasion."

village of 100 souls both to 
practise their flying and to 
advance their faith. 

"These students." SOMA 
founder David L'nderwood 
said, "are destined for parts 
of the world where, without 
the light plane, missionaries 
would have to spend days on 
trails or in canoes to reach 
their stations. 

"But with an airplane and a 


skilled pilot the missionaries 
can cut their travel Ume to 
hours." •* V.. / 

During five years of rigor¬ 
ous training at Gillespie Field 
in F.l Cajon, near San Diego, 
the students earn commer¬ 
cial pilot's licenses with In¬ 
strument and multiengine 
ratings as well as airframe 
and power plant (mechan- 
le’s) licenses.

F'lying workhorse Cessna 
IttOs and iSSs. the missionary 
piiots build up 300 hours of 
flight time, with emphasis on 
short field and erosswind 
landings. 

"San Diego has been the 
ideal place for this school." 
Underwood said. "Within an 
hour's flying time we can du¬ 
plicate most of the conditions 
of mountain, desert or ocean 
that the missionary pilot is 
likely to encounter in his 
work." 

The yearly Baja California 
trip is also part of the train¬ 
ing. 

"When they gel to Africa or

'"It's all good practice." 
Underwood said, "for the stu 
dents to deal with the cus¬ 
toms officials and to get 
along in a country where 
most of them don't speak the

'"That's just as important 
as learning to fly oter rough 
terrain by dead reckoning "

Victoria's first Siamese 
twins were born just be¬ 
fore midnight Tu^ay at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. 

The girls, born to a 
Duncan couple whose 
names were not released, 
are joined by a bridge of 
tissue along their ch^ts. 

Estimate to be seven 
weeks premature, they 
weighed a total of 1,5S0 
grams, or 10 pounds one 
ounce, at birth. 

The delivery took place 


born 

at Royal Jubilee because 
the hospital is the best 
equipped in the region to 
handle premature In¬ 
fants. There was no indi¬ 
cation before the deliv¬ 
ery that the infants were 
joined, said the obstetric¬ 
ian who attended the de¬ 
livery, Dr. Edward Pre- 
vost. 

The mother, about 20 
years of age. Is doing 


well, he said. The twins 
were bom by caesarean 
section and put in the In¬ 
tensive care nursery at 
the hospital. They were 
the mother's first preg¬ 
nancy. 

Dr. Chor-Kei Chan, the 
pediatrician who was 
called in at the delivery to 
assist the premature in¬ 
fants. said Wednesday 
night that the twins were 


having respiratory prob¬ 
lems. a complication of 
their prematurity. In¬ 
complete lung develop¬ 
ment is common among 
premature children, and 
until their condition is 
stabilized, no attempts 
will be made to deter¬ 
mine which organs, if 
any, the twins have in 
common. 

Such Information will 


be required before they 
can be separated, a pro¬ 
cedure which usually 
takes place several 
months after they are 
bom. 

“At the present time, 
we are only concerned 
about their respiratory 
problems." Chan said. 

The "ventral" joining 
is the most common type 
among Siamese twins, 
which occur about once 
every 70,000 deliveries.

HUNDREDS INJURED 

Hefty quakes 
maul Mexico 




MEXICO CITY (UPI) — 
Two sharp earthquakes and 
two aftershocks shook Mexi¬ 
co City Wednesday, killing 
at least eight and injuring 
hundreds of people and 
cracking dozens of swaying 
highrise buildings that 
showered passershy with jag¬ 
ged window glass. 

Police s^esman Jose 
Madrid said at least eight 
people died and at least SOO 
others were injured — but 
few .seriously. Most were 
treated at aid stations and 
hospitals and released. 

At lea.st two older buildings 
collapsed and 750 others sus¬ 
tained damage, forcing the 
evacuation of thousands of 
office workers and resi¬ 
dents. 

Madrid also said there 
were unconfirmed reports 
that a woman's prison in the 
state of Oaxaca, near the 
heart of the quake, was des¬ 
troyed. Telephone lines be¬ 


tween Mexico City and Oaxa¬ 
ca were cut by the quake. 

The nine-storey building 
housing navy offices was vir¬ 
tually split at the top, the two 
halves separated by some six 
feet. The treasury building 
tilted on one side, sinking 
about two feet, firemen who 
helped evacuate the area 
said. 

Police said two people were 
killed by a falling lamppost, 
two others died of heart at¬ 
tacks, one man was crushed 
by a falling wall and the sixth 
leaped to his death from a 
third floor window, apparent¬ 
ly fearing the building he was 
in was about to collapse. Two 
construction workers died 
near the Mexico City Reclu- 
sorio Sur Prison. 

Authorities put the strength 
of the first quake at between 
7.8 and 7.8 on the open-ended 
Richter scale, with epicentre 
located 400 miles south south¬ 


east of Mexico City at the 
entrance to the Gulf of Te¬ 
huantepec in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Police said two persons 
died of heart attacks, one 
man was crushed by a falling 
wall and the sixth leaped to 
his death from a third floor 
window, apparently fearing 
the building he was in was 
about to collapse. 

It was the world's strongest 
since a quake reaching 8 on 
the Richter scale hit Indone¬ 
sia Aug. 19.1877. 

The Honolulu obsersatoo’ 
issued a tidal wave watch. 

The first quake struck at 
1:55 p.m. and lasted for two 
minutes and 53 seconds. It 
was followed by a second, 
weaker quake some five 
minutes later. About an hour 
later, an aftershock rumbled 
through the city. A second, 
weaker aftershock was felt at 
about 4:15 p.m.

"THE AGREEMENT, IF it's that, with the Quebec min¬ 
istry of justice, is that the province will send agents to 
Paris to pick them up." Serge Menard told reporters, “and 
that it will be done as smoothly as possible for the 
children." The Cossette-Trudels have two young chil¬ 
dren. 

The return to Quebec would be completed as soon as for¬ 
mal arrangements are completed, "which will probably 
be Dec. 17." he said. "The Cossette-Trudels are return¬ 
ing without any conditions or agreements." 

The lawyer said he expected the couple would face at 
least five charges, including possession of firearms, con¬ 
spiracy. forccable detention, assault and kidnapping.

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Carter engineers boycott 
of UN’s Palestinian ‘day’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Carter administration 
ordered all U.S. diplomats to 
shun Palestinian obser¬ 
vances Wednesday. He or¬ 
ganized a boycott by about 20 
other countries. 

The boycott was arranged 
by Andrew Young. U.S. am- 
ba.ssador to the United Na¬ 
tions. where an “internation¬ 
al day of solidarity with the 
Palestinian people" was 


marked by UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim and 
a number of delegations that 
helped establish a special 
committee for the Palestin¬ 
ians last June. 

Hodding Carter, the state 
department spokesman, said 
U.S. officials in Geneva and 
in Paris were also instructed 
not to participate in activities 
there.

Lougheed presents cheque to Buchanan 

$100 MILLION LOAN 
FROM ALBERTA 
TO NOVA SCOTIA 

OTTAWA (CP) — Alberta has agreed to lend the new 
Conservative government of Nova Scotia $100 million, one of 
the largest inter-provincial loans In history. 

Premier John Buchanan of Nova Scotia, elected this 
fall, said in an interview that $50 million would go to the 
Nova Scotia Power Commission while the remaining $50 
million would go for general provincial spending. 

He arranged the loan with Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed, a Conservative provincial leader who has made 
similar loans In the past, just 20 minutes before a federal- 
provincial economic conference came to a close. 

The loan will be “at normal commercial terms," Bu¬ 
chanan said. But details would not be released until later. 

"It's a normal borrowing other than it's borrowing 
from another province." 

Buchanan added that the province would save up to 
$900,000 In brokerage fees by borrowing directly from Al¬ 
berta rather than going through commerical money 
lenders. 

Lougheed said he is happy to announce the loan, which 
would help the country's balance of payments by keeping 
a province from having to borrow from foreigners. 


‘Revolver clause’ only weapon 
to ward off $850-million boost 


OTTAWA (CP) - Provincial 
premiers refused Wednesday 
to support a controversial Ot- 
tawa-Alberta proposal to 
delay a proposed Jan. I oil 
price increase and left Prime 
Minister Trudeau to settle the 
issue alone. 

Trudeau said he will report 
to his cabinet today before 
deciding the next step In the 
touchy negotiations that will 
decide whether consumers 
face an $850-million increase 
in oil bills next year. 

“The dilemma of the fed¬ 
eral government Is that we 
are faced with the producing 
provinces on one hand and 
the consumers on the other," 
Trudeau told a news confer¬ 
ence following three days of 
economic talks with provin¬ 
cial leaders. 

While Ontario might fight 
any increase, it should recog¬ 
nize that higher prices have 
led to the discovery of 
greater supplies of oil and 
natural gas. 

Trudeau said the federal 
government has the power to 
force a price decision, au¬ 
thority he referred to as “the 
revolver clause." 

Higher fuel costs would be 
"a burden coming at a time 
when we feel the federal 
economy is delicately ba¬ 
lanced."

Nanaimo facing 
ports sparring; 
board on spot 


NANAIMO — The Nanaimo Harbor 
Commission is in an awkward position 
over the Duke Point port project, and 
eventually there could be competition 
between a provincially-owned Duke 
Point port and federal downtown port. 

That is the assessment of a man 
deeply involved in the Duke Point work. 
Peter Brelkss, project director for the 
B.C. Development Corp., who said he 
hoped that competition never devel¬ 
ops. 

Breikss was asked to comment on the 
effect of the announcement Tuesday 
that the province was going ahead with 
its promise to build the Duke Point port 
facilities if the federal government did 
not come through with money for the 
harbor commission to undertake the 
project. 

He said that harbor commission was 
still welcome to come into the project. 
But, he said, the commission was in 
an awkward position with Ottawa un¬ 
able or unwilling to come up with the 
money the commission needed for Duke 
Point, 


He agreed that if the problem contin¬ 
ued indefinitely, a provincially-owned 
Duke Point port and the harbor com¬ 
mission's downtown port could be in 
direct competition. 

"That would be unfortunate for both 
governments but it would delight indus¬ 
try.” 

He said that the short list of five 
engineering firms which will compete 
to design plans for the dock facility 
would be selected next week, with the 
design work awarded in January. 

The actual design would not take too 
tong, he said, and rough work on the site 
of the port project could be going on 
while the final details of design were 
still being worked out. 

Breikss said he was basically pleased 
with the way the project wasgoing 
ahead, although he would have prefer¬ 
red a federal government commitment 
for the port facilities. 

“Then the harbor commission 
wouldn't be in this awkward position. 
But their hands are tied by Ottawa, as 
are ours.”

Nanaimo region budget $8 million 


N.ANAIMO — Adoption of a 
$7.9 million budget, scrutiny 
of the region's legal costs for 
1976 and an appointment to 
the Nanaimo harbor commis¬ 
sion were among the items on 
a lengthy agenda delt with 
by the Nanaimo regional 
board Tuesday. 

The provisional budget had 
been given to directors in Oc¬ 
tober for study, and was offi¬ 
cially adopted Tuesday night 
with little change. 

Most closely questioned 
was the Beban Park budget, 
with directors asking why un¬ 
usually optimistic revenue 
figures and operating costs 
had been included. 

Regional administrator 
W.D. Ilott explained that a 
change in the budgeting pro¬ 
cedure had made the reven- 
cnues look highly optimis¬ 
tic. while Beban Park staff 
had been able to make sav¬ 
ings that were reflected in 
fuel and electricity costs. 

HE ALSO said that while 
the $50,000 annual payment to 
the city for the Civic Arena 
and Kin Pool was in legal 
limbo he had no choice but to 
include it in the budget. Hr 
added that the payment had 
not been made for 1978 and 
wiould not be until the legali¬ 
ties were cleared up. 

Legal fees were another 
item that regional directors 
had asked to scrutinize. 

A report from the staff 
showed that so far in 1978. the 
board has run up a bill of 
$8,103.31 for legal opinions. 
This does not include the cost 
of legal services in court, 
such as when regional zoning 
bylaws were challenged.

He believed trying to stop 
the line was like jumping in 
front of an oncoming train, 
but that residents of the area 
would like to have some input 
in the decision of where the 


line would come ashore since 
it would cut a swath through 
the countryside. 

THE PROVINCE'S new 
transit set-up will get a thor¬ 
ough going over by a group 
representing small transit 
region at a meeting in Van¬ 
couver Dec. 10. 

The Nanaimo regional 
board, which operates a tran¬ 
sit system in the city of Nan¬ 


aimo. will join the discussion, 
being held for municipalities 
which are concerned about 
the lack of clear information 
about the new transit author¬ 
ity. 

Directors Tuesday night 
also voted to change tbe De¬ 
cember meeting schedule. 
Tbe board will hold only one 
meeting in December, on 
Dec. 19.

DUNCAN — City council has given 
unanimous support to the concep' of 
farmer's markets and agreed to ap¬ 
proach Cowichan Exhibition Society 
to discuss the use of its sheds and 
grounds for a weekend market. 

Council took this action Monday 
following receipt of a ministry of 
agriculture letter asking for coun¬ 
cil's reaction to the idea of farmer's 
markets. 

The ministry is currently under¬ 
taking a feasability study on farm¬ 
er's markets in B.C. 

The letter stated: “Briefly, the 
farmer's market concept involves 
direct producer to consumer selling 
of agricultural produce as an alterna¬ 
tive or addition to current marketing 
techniques. The manner in which 
such a market is set up and operates 
would be largely up to the commu¬ 
nity in which it is located. 


"We (the ministry) wish to deter¬ 
mine what, if any, level of interest in 
this concept exists in individual com¬ 
munities. and if there is any inter¬ 
est. which organization might be in¬ 
terested in starting a farmer's 
market. 

"We would like to know what li¬ 
censing requirements and restric¬ 
tions on such an operation are in 
effect in your community.” 

The ministry also wanted to know 
if the city had any policy controlling 
the selling operations of roadside 
stands, and the like. 

Aid. Martin Lukaitis said the exhi¬ 
bition grounds were idle for 363 
days of the year. "I would like to see 
what the possibility would be for the 
grounds to be open for a farmer's 
market on Saturday and Sundays." 

Mayor Ken Paskin said another 
imm^iate alternative would be to 
use vacant parking lots in the down¬ 
town area for a weekend market. 

"We could take some very quick 


action to get this started in a small 
way.” Paskin said. 

(kiuncil moved that it contact the 
Cowichan Exhibition Society with 
their proposal and indicate to the 
ministi7 of agriculture that it was in¬ 
terested in the ministry's proposals. 

Council voted 5-1 against support¬ 
ing the City of Nanaimo in its opposi¬ 
tion to the provincial government's 
proposal to re-organize the Vancou¬ 
ver Island Coach Lines and Pacific 
Stage Lines, which would eliminate- 
charter bus service operations. 

Paskin then asked Old Age Pen¬ 
sioner's Organization representa¬ 
tive. Jim Elliott, how many times his 
organization had used the charter 
bus service in the past years. About 
three times. Elliott replied. 

Elliott also told council that the 
OAPO had been assured by repre¬ 
sentatives of Vancouver Island 
Coach Lines that other charter bus 
services would be available.

COURTENAY — A group of 
concerned parents, battling with 
the school board over busing poli¬ 
cies. took its fight to council but 
will soon learn aldermen see little 
change with the present board in 
control. 

Aid. Skip Blain said he and 
city administrator Derrick Rat- 


cliffe had met with board chair¬ 
man Stan Hagen and secretary- 
treasurer Bill Bums. A meeting 
was suggested between the two 
groups but where to hold the 
meeting became a problem. 

"They are set on their pres¬ 
ent policy,” said Blain. adding 
there was little that could be done 


at pre.sent. He advised council 
two alternatives were suggested, 
one being for the city to sub¬ 
sidize the bus being requested by 
the parents. 

The second suggestion was for 
students to rise early and stay late 
in order to catch buses which are 
running empty because they are 


returning from runs. Blain said he 
did not think that plan had been 
advertised very much. 

Council agreed to inform the 
concerned parents its efforts had 
been fruitless but Aid. Mary Davie 
said parents should be told to take 
their case to the new board in 
January. 


adding that the succession 
duties and gift tax had been 
removed. 

Doll, making his second bid 
for the nomination, won out 
over three other candidates. 
Peter Robinson. Mike Jiggins 
and Dan Hanuse. It took 
three ballots to find a winner, 
with Robinson dropped after 
the first count and Jiggins 
after the second ballot.

Mankelow said that the 
companies, in recent Tsitika 
resource meetings, proposed 
the protection of critical 
Macktail deer habitat by dou¬ 
bling the average rotation 
period to 1.10 years. 

Bawlf. however, "sold us 
out as far as wildlife was 
concerned." Mankelow said 
in an interview . 

The watershed—the last 
major one on eastern Van¬ 
couver Island—is between 
Kelsey Bay and Port 
McNeill. 

F'rom 2.500 to 3.000 black- 
tail deer live in the water¬ 
shed. feeding off moss and 
fallout from the fore.st 
canop.t 

Mankelow. a former B.C. 
Wildlife Federation presi¬ 
dent. was the public repre¬ 
sentative on the planning 
committee which last month 
drew up a two-volume inte¬ 


grated resource plan for log¬ 
ging about Sd.OOO acres, or 60 
per cent, of the 97.576 acre 
watershed over a period of 60 
to NO years. 

Mankelow said the logging 
companies with tree licences 
in the watershed—MacMil¬ 
lan Bloedel, Rayunier (Can¬ 
ada) and Canadian F'orest 
Products—made a number of 
concessions to conservation¬ 
ists. 

Mankelow said he didn't 
agree with fishermen's union 
spokesman Scotty Neish that 
the final resource plan for 
the Tsitika was "the cheap¬ 
est way to get lugs out. " 

Mankelow said. "If they 
wanted the cheapest way 


they wouldn't have given 
anything away. 

"The companies initiated 
some concern for wildlife 
when when our minister 
(Bawlf) didn't. 

"Bawlf sold us out as far as 
w ildlife was concerned. 

"Bawlf had proposed that 
winter ranges for blacktail 
deer would be harvested at 
the end of of the normal 70-60 
year rotation period. 

"This wasn't satisfactory 
to us or the fish and wildlife 
branch," Mankelow said. 

Although Mankelow repre¬ 
sented the public on the plan¬ 
ning commiltee. he said nei¬ 
ther Bawlf nor Premier 
Bennett answered his corre¬ 
spondence on the Tsitika. 


"This is a government that 
presumably talks about inte¬ 
grated resource manage¬ 
ment and public involve¬ 
ment. and they were 
basically spurning the public 
interest." 

Xlankelow was optimistic 
about a proposed follow up 
committee which would su- 
pervi.se the plan's applica¬ 
tion. 

However, he said the deci¬ 
sion to log the Tsitika was a 
political one, made against 
the advice of technical ex¬ 
perts. 

He said the Tsitika should 
have been set aside, as the 
environment and land use 
committee secretariat re¬ 


commended In May. 1975, 
and as the late Roderick 
Haig-Brown urged about four 
years ago. 

Mankelow said the water¬ 
shed should have been pres¬ 
erved "for the greatest so¬ 
cial long-term benefH to the- 
pesiple of B.C." 

Mankelow gave a number 
of reasons, including the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• It is the last unlogged 
watershed of any signifi¬ 
cance on Vancouver Island's 
east coast. 

• It Is imperative to have 
at least one valley to com¬ 
pare with logged valleys and 
as a forestry re.search tool. 

• Its undisturbed popula¬ 
tions of wildlife.

He was referring 
to minutes of the cabinet 
committee on security and 
intelligence, which instructs 
the RCMP security service. 

The commissioo itself re¬ 
fuses to comment at all on the 
matter. 

Finn said the hold-up was a 
“constitutional convention” 
which required the assent of 
ministers before Trudeau 
himself might relea.se cabi¬ 
net documents or cabinet 
committee minutes. 

Documents below that 
level—those coming into 
cabinet committees and 
going out in the form of in¬ 
structions to departments— 
may be released by Pitfield 
himself.

Hefty quakes 
maul Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (L'PI) — 
Two sharp earthquakes and 
two aftershocks shook Mexi¬ 
co City Wednesday, killing 
at least eight and injuring 
hundreds of people and 
cracking dozens of swaying 
highrise buildings that 
showered passersby with jag¬ 
ged window glass 

Police spokesman Jose 
Madrid said at lea.st eight 
people died and at least 500 
others were injured — but 
few seriously. Most were 
treated at aid stations and 
hospitals and released 

At least two older buildings 
collapsed and 750 others sus¬ 
tained damage, forcing the 
evacuation of thousands of 
office workers and resi¬ 
dents. 

Madrid also said there 
were unconfirmed reports 
that a woman's prison in the 
stale of Oaxaca, near the 
heart of the quake, was des- 
tro.ved. Telephone lines be 


tween Mexico City and Oaxa¬ 
ca were cut by the quake. 

The nine-storey building 
housing navy offices was vir¬ 
tually split at the top. the two 
halves separated by some six 
feet. The treasury building 
tilled on one side, sinking 
about Iwo feet, firemen who 
helped -evacuate the area 
said. 

Police said two people were 
killed by a falling lamppost, 
two others died of h*art at 
tacks, one man was ^riishsa 
by a falling wall and tim sixth 
leaped to his death from a 
third floor window, apparent¬ 
ly fearing the building he was 
in was about to collapse. Two 
construction workers died 
near the Mexico City Reclu- 
sorio Sur Prison. 

Authorities put the strength 
of the first quake at between 
7.9 and 7.9 on the open-ended 
Richter scale, with epicentre 
located 400 miles south south¬ 


east of Mexico City at the 
entrance to the Gulf of Te¬ 
huantepec in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Police said two persons 
died of heart attacks, one 
man was crushed by a falling 
wall and the sixth leaped to 
his death from a third floor 
window, apparently fearing 
the building he was in was 
about to coilap.se. 

It w as the world's strongest 
since a quake reaching 9 on 
the Richter scale hit Indone¬ 
sia Aug. 19.1977 

The Honolulu observatory- 
issued a tidal wave watch. 

The first quake struck at 
1:55 p.m. and lasted for two 
minutes and 53 seconds. It 
was followed by a second, 
weaker quake some five 
minutes later. About an hour 
later, an aftershock rumbled 
through the city. A second, 
weaker aftershock was fell at 
about 1:15 p.m.
